GOVERNOR ANSWERS MOSES 


Says Some of His Payments Covered 
Obligations Left Unsettled by 
Preceding Administration.

ALBANY, July 26.—Governor Miller 
paid $8,000 out of his own pocket for 
State expenses rather than permit a de- 
ficiency appropriation bill to be placed 
before the Legislature, it developed to- 
day. The Governor also paid some bills 
that had been incurred by his former 
Secretary, W. Ward Smith, and when 
he discovered that some of these bil's 
had been paid by Mr. Smith he refunded 
the money to him. 

The Governor today replied in part to 
criticisms made on Executive Depart- 
ment expenses by Robert Moses, Secre- 
tary of the New York State Association, 
in official publication. At first the 
Governor declined to reply to the criti- 
cisms. 

“My attention was called 
he said, “to the statement, which I 
think beneath notice. But it 
does one purpose. It does disclose 
the animus of .Mr. Moses, and it does 
show hard put to it he is to find 
something to criticise, and what he says 
is partly true. 

“It is true that my former Secretary 
did incur bills for certain purposes in 
excess of the appropriations for those 
purposes. Some of them he had paid 
himself, and when it was brought to my 
attention I refunded to him what he had 
paid and paid the balance myself. 

‘It is true that at that time the ap- 
propriations fer these particular pur- 
poses were exhausted, and there was no 
appropriation fer similar expenses ior 
the balance of the fiscal year. The 
Legislature was then in session. I could 
have asked for a deficiency appropria- 
tion. Mr. Moses, who evidently un- 
able to comprehend the point of view of 
a public official who believes in adhering 
to some rule and order, everr though it 
per sacrifice, has as- 
sumed, and in his statement says, that 
these deficiencies provided for 
from other funds, to be made up next 
year out of lump sum appropriations. 

“If he is the expert that he poses to 
be, he ought to Know that such a thing 
is absolutely prohibited by the Finance 
law, and that the Controller not 
permitted to audit bills to be paid from 
an appropriation other than for the pur- 
pose for which the expenditure is made.

The actual ex- 
penses of the Executive Department for 
the fiscal year just closed, including 
the Lieutenant Governor, and the ex- 
penses of the Executive Mansion, were 
$160,858.14. That is the sum paid out 
of the State Treasury. In 1920 the ex- 
pense was $183,110.68, 

“That is the last full fiscal year of 
the preceding administration. In 1921, 
half of which was under the present 
administration and half under the for- 
mer, the expense was $118,524.73. In 
truth, the expense of the Executive De- 
artment last year’was less than it has 
een in ten years, save only the year 
1916, when, because the date of the 
fiscal year was changed, there was only 
a short fiscal year of nine months. The 
offices turned into the State Treasury 
last year in fees the sum of $154,687.75, 
$54,000 more than the expenses of. the 
office,

MOTHER SEES VICTIM SHOT 


Mrs. Reisler Says She Killed 
Rival, but Her Son Is Iden- 
tified as Slayer. 


Miss Bertha Katz, 26 years old, a 
stenographer, was shot and mortally 
wounded early yesterday morning in her 
home at 1,735 Sterling Place, Brooklyn, 
after her sister, Mrs. Jacob Reisler, 
wife of ‘* John the Barber,’’ manager 
of pugilists; her brother, Max Katz, and 
Mrs. Reisler’s two sons, Morris and 
George, had broken down a door in 
forcing an entrance to her apartment. 
When policemen appeared at the house 
shortly after the shooting, Mrs. Reisler 
declared she had done the shooting and 
produced a pistol from her coat- pocket, 
but in an ante-mortem ‘statement made 
shortly before. she died at St. John’s 
Hospital Miss Katz said her 23-year-old 
newhew, Morris Reisler, fired the shots. 

Assistant District Attorney Wilson, 
who investigated the shooting, said that 
it undoubtedly was the result of a long- 
standing disagreement between Miss 
Katz and the other members of her 
family, who alleged that she was too 
intimate with ‘‘John the Barber.’’ Less 
than two hours before the shooting, ac- 
cording. to Detective Donnelly, Reisler 
and Miss Katz called at the Liberty

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Mother Hurls Little Girls to Safety,

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 26.— 
The presence ‘of mind of Mrs. Anna 
Rodkin, 34 years old, of 255 North 
llinois Avenue, in hurling her two 
little girls out-of her car and leaping 
after them probably saved the lives of 
all three when her automobile » stalled 
in the centre of the railroad tracks at 
Illinois and Baltic Avenues early today.

Mrs. Rodkin and. several .witnesses 
blamed Charlies Amdaloro, the flagman, 
for the accident. Both electric and 
steam trains pass at this crossing and 

are no gates. 
oe. Rodkin was driving up Baltic 
Avenue with her two small eee 
Rebecca,-11 years old, and Dorothy, 9, 
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on the front seat beside her. As she 
started across the tracks she saw the 
train rushing toward the crossing. At 
the same time, she said, the flagman 
came running out of the tower house | 
waving a lantern and shouting for her 
to turn back. 


Mrs. Rodkin stopped the car, but in 
her hastc to shift gears and reverse the 
car stalled. Without even looking to see 
how near the train was, she picked up 
both children and threw them into the 
roadway.

Mr. Hoover also informed the Gov- | 
ernors that the Federal powers would | 
be exercised only to the extent of as- 
suring a fair distribution of coal and 
other essential commodities to the 
States and that the task of protecting 
the rights of the ultimate consumer 
within the States must rest with the 
State organizations which he requested 
them to organize. 

The governmental activities, on the 
surface at least, were restricted today 
to setting in motion the machinery for 
Federal direction. of transportation 
facilities and control of prices. The re- 
port that the Pittsburgh .-Vein Opera- 
tors’ Association had offered to enter 
into a voluntary conference with the 
United Mine Workers of America on the 
central competitive field basis in an 
effort to reach an agreement and get 
the men back to work, and that other 
operators might follow the lead, was 
received without comment. 

This report, however, taken in con- 
nection with the operators’ statement 
published recently, that an effort ‘was 
being made by certain operators to 
bring about a conference between the 
United Mine Workers. and operators 
representing a majority of the tonnage 
in the central competitive field, was 
accepted as of great significance in 
some quarters. By some the opinion 
was ventured that such a conference 
was possible within the next week and 
would be agreed to by John L.* Lewis, 
President of the United Mine Workers.

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The President Writes on Strike Situation

WASHINGTON, July*26.—The White House tonight made public the following messages exchanged 
between President Harding and J. Cleve Dean of ‘the Railway Employes’ Publicity Association: 


THE PRESIDENT’S TELEGRAM. 


THE WHITE HOUSE, WASHINGTON, JULY 25. 


MR. J. CLEVE DEAN, 
Chairman, Railway Employes’ Publicity Associa- 
tion, Chattanooga, Tenn. 


Since you speak as Chairman of the Railway Em- 
ployes’ Publicity Association and since it is exceed- 
ingly important that the American people know pre- 
cisely the questions at issue in the present railway and 
coal strikes, I am more than glad to answer your tele- 
gram, though I can only treat your politically par- 
tisan references with that contempt which is felt by 
every good citizen in the hour of deep public concern. 

Happily for the American public, everything done 
and everything said by Government authority relating 
to the two strikes is a matter of record, and cannot 
in any way be distorted. 

There is no dispute about the loyal American citi- 
zenship of the men on strike, nor will any one ques- 
tion that many of them gave everything that men can 
give for the service of this country in the World War. 
Nor is it disputed that the men on strike are exer- 
cising their constitutional and lawful rights, under ex- 
isting statutes, in declining to work under the terms 
decided by the Railroad Labor Board or tendered to 
the workmen by the mine operators of the country. 

No one has attempted or proposed to draft free men 
into either the railway or mining service, or suggested 
coercion under military force. The military forces of 
free America are never used for such a purpose. Their 

~ service is only that of preventing lawlessness and vio- 
lence. 

That same unchallenged freedom which permits you 
and your associates to decline to work is no less the 
heritage of the free American who chooses to accept 
employment under the terms proposed. The difference 
between’ the two positions is that the striking -railroad 
workers exercise their rights of freedom in seeking’ to 
hinder the necessary transportation of the country, 
notwithstanding the provision made by law for the 
consideration of any just grievance, and the striking 
miners seek to prevent the production of. coal neces- 
sary to common welfare, notwithstanding the offer of 
an agency to make an impartial settlement, while the 
men who choose to-work in response to the call of the 
country are exercising theif Ifke- fights, and at the 
same time are making their contribution to our com- 
mon American welfare. 

The decisions of the Railroad Labor Board are in 
compliance with a mandate of the law- -making body of 
the United States. Without discussing the decisions at 
issue, it is fair to assume that a Government agency is 
ever ready to correct an error which is made, else 
Government itself would become unjust.. Moreover, 
it is indisputable that there can be no Government 
unless its mandates are accepted by the citizenship of 
the Republic. This observation relates more particu- 
larly to the railroad situation. 

When the mining situation became menacing I in- 
vited rePresentatives of the mine workers and the 
operators to a conference. They came together, they 
were advised as to the call of common welfare, yet in 
eight days of opportunity no progress was made. In 
“the absence of any tribunal authorized to settle dis- 
putes between mine workers and their employers the 
Federal Government then voluntarily proposed the cre- 
ation of a national commission before which the dis- 
putes might be settled justly, in the light of full 


information and in accordance with the. best impres- 
sions of: our modern civilization. 

Instead of contemplating the resort to force, it an- 
ticipated the very opposite—industrial peace with jus- 
tice to every man concerned. Instead of aimihg at 
‘involuntary servitude,’’ to which you inexcusably 
rerer, the Government asked the mine workers to 
resume their activities, in response to a manifest public 
need, at precisely the same wages and under precisely 
the same working conditions as those under which they 
had been working contentedly for the last two years. 
Those who spoke for the mine workers refused such a 
proposal. There is no dispute of the right to refuse. 
Since they declined to respond, and since ‘it is believed 
there are enough men -who. love this country and cher- 
ish its security, and believe in serving the common 
welfare, to come to the relief of the mining situation 
and avoid suffering, privation and paralysis, I asked 
the Governors of the coal-mining States to invite mine 
operators. and mine workers to resume their activities, 
and to promise that to which every man is entitled, 
namely, protection in his lawful pursuits. This pro- 
tection applies alike to the men:on strike who observe 
the law and make. no. lawless interference with men 
at work and to the men who are lawfully at work and 
entitled to protection by every agency of Government 
in that work. 

If you. mean to-challenge the righteousness of free 
men to be protected in’ their lawful pursuits against 
interference and violence, I will be glad to join you in 
submitting that question to the decision of the Ameri- 
can people, 

It will interest you to know that, instead of the 
Government’s action being an expression of the prefer- 
ence of the capitalistic class, it has been quite as much 
opposed by those.who speak for employers as it is by 
you and°your associates. Gevernment undertakes to 
represent neither class alone, and is opposed to all 
conflict among classes, and disputes the right of any 
group or class, organized or unorganized, to imperil 
American welfare, Government speaks only. for the 
American people as a whole and the common good of 
all its citizenship. 

In view of- all that the “Government has done:.9F*: 
attempted to do during the past ..year and a half to 
relieve the Amierican farmer from the burdens of 
readjustment and tO relieve labor from the hardships 
of unemployment, I Know your attempted appeal to 
American préjudice will fall upon deaf ears. It is 
ungrateful and it is untruthful. If you are the believer 
in peace and harmony and the reign of justice which 
you would have believed, I. invite you now to pass 
judgment on”the failure of the mine workers-to accept

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 26.—Gov- 
ernor Warren T. McCray announced to- 
night that the State of Indiana was ar- 
ranging to take over and operate “ suf- 
ficiént mines to supply Indiana’s neces- 
sities.’”” The announcement was made 
in a telegram to John Hessler, President 
of the Indiana miners, who is in Phila- 
delphia in an endeavor to arrange a set- 
tlement of the mine strike. ”

That does not de- 
tract from the satisfaction with which 
we may view such steps as are taken 
to prevent profiteering at the expense 
of the people generally and the strik- 
ing workmen in particular. 

** Every constructive step taken makes 
just that much more hopeful an ulti- 
mate approach to constructive § settle- 
ment on the basis of service to the 
whole -people. If some. of. the impor- 
tance and dominance of finance and 
profit has been removed, that-i8 cause 
‘for satisfaction. 

** IT should like, in this connection, to 
eall attention. to the truly marvelous 
discipline and conduct of the men on 
strike. They are contending for some- 
thing more than material things. There 
fs a spiritual quality about this strike 
that carnot escape the notice of any 
one who observes what is going on. 
That quality does not accept defeat for 
he Fs nciples tnvolved. 

** More than a million men are in idle- 
ness. The examples of breach of dis- 
cipline, of disorder, have been almost 
negligible. Considering the provocation 
that has confronted the workers in many 
places, considering the vast number of 
men idle, the conduct of the great army | 
of workers has been exemplary—it has 
been a magnificent tribute to the work- 
ers themselves and to their cause. 

.‘** By their conduct, more. emphatically | 
than by anything else, the workers have | 
shown their constructive purpose. The 
welfare of America ‘demands that | 
through a just and a fair settlement that 
splendid constructive spirit be returned 
to industry as a great, willing and ener- 
getic force for our national industrial | 
progress.”’ |

BOUGHT IN ENGLAND 


Orders for Delivery by Sept. 15 
Total 700,000 Tons, Says 
British Operator. 


MANY VESSELS CHARTERED 


Prices for Amerlean Fuel Continue 
to Advance as the Short- 
age Grows. 


Orders aiready have been placed for 
more than 700,000 tons of British- 
mined coal for delivery in the United 
States by the. middle of September, E. 
D. Ennev, President of the Cory- 
Mann-George Corporation, representing 
the largest collieries in the United 
Kingdom, said here yesterday. He 
edded that orders were slackening be- 
cause of scaring prices and inability of 
operators to guarantee delivery. 
Already, he said, he understood forty- 


three Shipping Board and fifty foreign |- 


vessels were ready to bring fuel to 
American ports, chiefly New York, 
Boston and Philadelphia. 

The rush of American orders is 
already placed, taxing the British rail- 
ways and loading facilities at ports to 
thelr capacity, Mr. Enney said, explain- 
ing that this, together with the fact 
that British merchants were not 
neglecting their regular exports to 
European and South American ports, 
was limiting the amount of coal that 
the American market could obtain from 
the United Kingdom. Practically every 
Eastern railway and public utility com- 
pany hag placed orders for Gritish 
coal, he said, adding that for the first 
time in history English coal im con- 
siderable Guantity is being brought to 
this country. 

Mr. Ennzy said that when the rush of 
buying started July 1 coal could be 
bought in Great Britain for delivery here 
at the pier for $6.45 a ton, but it had 
risen to more than $8 a ton. After pay- 


ing this price the buyer has an additional 
expense of 75 cents to $1 a ton for the 
unloading. Ocean freight rates also 
have been advanced by the buying rush 
and bottoms that could be had before 
July for $1.55 a ton are now bringing 
more than $3, Mr. Enney said. 


British Prices Soar.

LARGE FORCES AT FERMOY 


in the West Irregulars Are Running 
Away From National Troops 
and Seem Demorallized. 


DUBLIN, July 26 (Associated Press). 
—The only ‘news received here from 
Cork consists of‘scraps of information 
by indirect and devious routes. Accord- 
ing to these the big battle so long ex- 
pected may be imminent or possibly 
already in progress. 

The irregulars have concentrated in 
large numbers between Fermoy and 
Waterford. The railway has been de- 
stroyed at several points and reinforce- 
ments are being rushed up. Fermoy 
always has been a big military centre, 
and Eamon de Valera is reported to 
be in command of the irregulars, who 
are believed to be well supplied with 
arms and ammunition. It is not known, 
however, whether there has been any 
actual fighting yet. e 

Travelers from Cork cannot reach 
Dublin by road or rail; they must make 
a tedious journey by way of Fishguard 
and thence to Holyhead or Liverpool. 

A Government decree prohibits the im- 
portation or distribution, except by per- 
mit, of gasoline or any substance capa- 
ble of producing power, lubricating oil, 
parts or accessories of motor cars and 
motorcycles, sheet metal, iron plates and 
wireless telegraph apparatus. 

A detachment of Free State troops 
operating from Galway today came into 
contact’ with fifty irregulars marching 
from Kinvarra. A sharp engagement 
ensued and seventeen irregulars were 
captured. 

Mutiny is rife among the irregulars, 
reports received in Nationalist quarters 
say, and one of the insurgent leaders is 
reported to have been executed. 

The irregulars appear to have become 
demoralized and to be retreating so 
rapidly that the National forces in some 
instances are unable to keep pace with 
them. it is reported they have aban- 
doned their positions at Ballinrobe, near 
Westport, and in County Mayo at Swin- 
ford, Kiltimagh and Charlestown. “~~ 

Here in Dublin ambushes are becom- 
ing as frequent in the streets as they 
were in the days prior to the truce. 

Armed men held up a freight train of 
fifty cars at Howth Junction, near Dub- 
lin, today and then forced the engineer 
to put full steam ahead to send the 
train crashing along a_ section of the 
track from which the rails had been re- 
moved. The whole train was_ plunged 
ahead into a snapeiess mass. The act is 
similar to that which took place at 
Clontarf last week. 

Leslie Edmonds, inspector of the Con- 
gested District Board of West Ireland, 
was shot and killed on Tuesday night a 
few miles distance from Galway.

How 
long it had been developing the White 
Star officials said they did not know, 
and the real extent of the damage could 
not be stated until further reports were 
received from the surveyors. 

It was pointed out that the Olympic 
on her last homeward voyage.did a 
record run for a few hours while cross- 
ing the Channel to Cherbourg. 

Up to this morning the Olympic was 
being advertised to sail for New York 
on next Wednesday, and many. Ameri- 
cans had booked passage aboard her. 
Her laying up caused them much incon- 
venience in being transferred to other 
ships. 


News that a serious fracture had been 
discovered in the stern post of the White 
Star liner Olympic, at Southampton, 
which would necessitate her being laid 
up for six weeks to make repairs, was 
contained in a cable dispatch received 
yesterday at the office of the Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine Company. Fol- 
lowing the receipt of the dispatch, P. A. 
S. Franklin, President of the company, 
ordered the sailings of the liner from 
this side on Aug. 12 and Sept. 2 to be 
canceled. 

The Olympic was to have left South- 
ampton and Cherbourg on August 2. 
The canceling of these sailings means 
a loss of about $750,000. Passengers 
booked from this side will be accom- 
modated on the Majestic or Homeric, 
or on the liners Cedric or Baltic of the 
Liverpool service, which probably will 
call at Cherbourg after Queenstown on 
the eastbound run. 

No details have been received as to 
how the damage to the Olympic was 
caused. Officers on the White Star 
liners in port said that the Olympic had 
been subjected to a heavy strain during 
the war in having to zigzag at hi: 
speed through the long danger zones in 
‘the Atlantic and in the Mediterranean, 
and that the fracture may have-started 
then and only just now become notice- 
able. 

It is probable the liner may have to 


go to Belfast to Harland & Wolff's ship- 
yard. The stern post must be a very 
fine piece of meta! to bear the strain of 
the rudder, which is attached to it. 

The Olympic is fm command of Captain

POLICE USE TEAR GAS 
TO DISLODGE MANIAC 


Prepare to Rash West Virginian 
Who Has Killed One and 
Wounded Four. 


HINTON, W. Va., July 26.—Sheriff’s 
deputies and State police, using tear 
Sas, early tonight made preparations to 
rush a house in which John Fredeking, 
an insane man, has defied capture for 
eleven days. One man has been killed 
and four have been wounded. 

Fredeking, who is about 35 years old, 
has been insane for fifteen years,. but 
has been cared for by his family.

7 KILLED, 30 WOUNDED

HAITIAN MAYOR SHOT AT. 


Bullet Misses Port au Prince Of- 
ficial, but Hits Another. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, July 26.— 
An attempt today to shoot Edouard 
Mandones, Mayor of this city, resulted 
in the serious wounding or Edmond Mil- 
let, a member of the Mayor’s Council. 

Ludovic Monplaisir, Director of Ceme- 
teries, is under arrest charged with the 
shooting. Monplaisir met the Mayor on 
the street, denounced the local admin- 
istration, and is alleged to have fired 
at the Mayor, missing him, but a bullet 
striking and woundin Millet. The 
Mayor led in the pursuit which ended 
with the arrest of Monplaisir. 

Mayor Mandones has been active in 
unearthing alleged local graft.

Eight years ago, before my father died, 
I gave my sister the best I had. Then 
she stole my husband. Two years ago 
he left me. 

‘“‘Then I sued him for a separation 
because I didn’t want him to have a 
divorce. That was what he wanted. 
Then he could marry Bertha. I told 
him that he could have any other wo- 
man but Bertha, my own flesh and 
blood. 

‘*I saw my sister and my husband in 
an automobile last night in Broadway. 
My son Morris and my eighteen-year-old 
son, George, were with me. We left our 
home, at 59 West 112th Street, early in 
the evening, to watch for them. Then 
we hired a ‘taxicab to follow them, but 
we lost them. We rode to the home of 
my brother Max and told him what we 
had seen. He consented to accompany 
us to my mother’s home, in’ Sterling 
Place. 

“‘T shot my sister because my father 
came to me in a dream and Id me 
to put an end to all this disgraceful 
business, as he knew what was going 
on. In the Jewish religion people be- 
lieve these dreams, I alone am re- 
sponsible. 

‘“*I went to my mother’s house about 
midnight,’’ she continued. ‘In a little 
while my husband and Bertha came 
along in his automobile. My brother Max 
and my sons, Morris and George, were 
with me. When Bertha saw me she told 
my husband. Hé stepped on the gas and 
sped away,

‘““We hid,°and in a little while my 
sister came back accompanied by an- 
other man.

POLICEMAN 1S HELD 
IN OLD MURDER CASE 


Letter Carrier Here Also Ar- 
rested in Investigation of Fatal 
Hold-Up Last Winter. 


ROBBERS SLEW A DETECTIVE 


Shot Him Down In West Hoboken 
as He Tried to Prevent 
a $1,000 Theft. 


A policeman was arrested in Newark 
yesterday and a letter carrier in Man- 
hattan in connection with the murder 
on Jan. 28 in West Hoboken of De- 
tective William Harms, who was shot 
down while seeking to prevent the theft 
of $21,000 carried by a bank employe. 
The two men were Adam Dresch, a 
suspended Newark patrolman, and Mar- 
tin Lyons, a letter carrier attached to 
Station C in this city. Both refused 
to make any statements, 

Dresch, who is 28 years old and lives 
at 971 Wilsey Street, Newark, was ar- 
rested by Sergeant Kass and Detectives 
O’Neill and Ransom, who took him to 
the Prosecutor’s office in Jersey City. 
When told that he was wanted in con- 
nection with a murder he demanded to 
know ‘‘who'in hell’? he had killed. 


Beyond this he declined to say any- 
thing. 

Lyons, who lives in Dunellen, N. J., 
was arrested at Ninth Ave and 
Thirteenth Street, where Stati Cc is 
situated, by Lieutenant James Harvey 
of the Charles Street station and De- 
tectives Shevlin and Campbell. He 
would make no comment, except to say 
he would fight extradition. He was 
held at headquarters for the New Jer- 
sey authorities. , 

According to the West Hoboken po- 
lice, four bandits participated in the 
hold-up, escaping in an automobile. 
This machine later was abandoned for 
a@ second automobile, which the Newark 
police said belonged to Dresch. 

Dresch has had a stormy career as a 
patrolman. -On Dec. 10, 1921, Dresch 
was.arrested on a charge of breaking 
into and entering the saloon of George 
May of 823 Bergen Street, Newark. Four 
barrels of liquor were said to be missing. 
He was never indicted. Last August 
Dresch was arrested on complaint of 
Frank Tichenor of Millburn, N. J., who 
charged that the patrolman beat him in 
Weequahic Park, Newark, as he was 
sitting with a young woman in an auto- 
mobile. Dresch was found guilty of 
assault and battery. and sentenced to 
three months in the Essex County peni- 
tentiary. He is out at present on 
appeal.

MORTIMER HOME IS ROBBED. 


$5,000 in Silverware Stolen Despite 
Tuxedo Park’s Armed Guards.

TUXEDO PARK, N. Y., July 26.—The 
home of Stanley G. Mortimer was 
robbed last Friday night and silverware 
valued at $5,000 was stolen. The Tuxedo 
Park colony, surrounded by a wall and 


watch towers closely guarded by armed 
watchmen, has been regarded as almost 
immune from burglars. Details of the 
robbery have not been learned. Mr. 
Mortimer declined to discuss it. In the 
absence of Chief of Police Gilmore Bush, 
the police of Tuxedo would make no 
statement beyond admitting that the 
knew a robbery had been committed.

About four 
years ago he opened a boxing club in 
Harlem, where his son John gained lo- 
cal fame as a pugilist. 

The police learned that Relsler drove 
to the home of his sister, Mrs. Cecelia 
Underwiser, 612 Ashford. Street, Brook- 
lyn, after Miss Katz and Detective Don- 
nelly left him to go to the Katz home. 
Mrs. Underwiser said he remained in 
the house only a short time, and when 
he was leaving declared that he intended 
to kill himself. 

Morris Reisler was reported to have 
told the police that about two weeks ago 
he visited Sing Sing and while there 
sat in the electric chair. 

iss Katz’s body was removed to the 

rgue, where another sister and 
brother appeared later and announced 
that they had made arrangements for 
her funeral today.

WHO STILL SAYS ‘NO’ 


Mayor Reiterates Stand on 
Governorship After Talk 
in City Hall. 


POLITICIANS ARE PUZZLED 


“By-Play or Serious Business,’ 
They Begin to Ag—Mc- 
Cooey Also Calls. 


William R. Hearst paid another visit 
to Mayor Hylan at the City Hall yester- 
day afternoon. As he emerged from the 
Mayor’s office, happy and smiling, 
after quite a long conference, he said, in 
reply: to errs that he was trying 
hard to-induce Mr. Hylan to run for 
Governor, ° 

Tke Mayor, as he did efter a a simi- 
lar visit by Mr. Hearst a week ago to- 
day, told newspaper men he had made 
up his mind that his duty for the next 
three years and a half lay in the City 
Hall, but he made his statement more 
emphatic than on that earlier occasion. 

‘““Are you prepared to announce your 
choice for the Democratic nomination 
tor Governor?’’ Mr. Hearst was askea 
as he was leaving the City. Hall by way 
of tke rear entrance, 


““T have been saying all glong who 
the candidate ought to be,’’ said Mr. 
Hearstg 


‘* You"mean Mayor Hylan?’”’ the editor 
was asked. 

** Such is the case,”” was Mr. Hearst’s 
reply. 


‘*But Mayor Hylan has said that he 
cannot under any circumstances be in- 
duced to give up his present job and run 
for Governor,’”’ Mr. Hearst was told. 

Yes, he is-saying that now,’ Mr. 
Hearst replied. “‘But maybe we can 
induce him to change his mind.” 

“Will you try to induce him to change 
his mind?’”’ Mr. Hearst was then asked. 

“‘T have been trying to do that all 
eek he responded ashe hurried 

Mayor Hylan, as he was leaving City 
Hall for the day, was asked whether 
he had changed his views of a week ago, 

*‘T have not changed my mind,’’ he 
said. ‘‘My job for the next three and 
one-half years is right here and I am 
going to fill that. I never will change 
my-mind,’’ he added as he entered his 
waiting motor car. 

John H. McCooey, Democratic leader 
of Kings County, also called on the 
Mayor, preceding Mr. Hearst. Mr. Mc- 
Cooey, while not formally committed to 
Mr. Hearst as a candidate, undoubtedly 
will oEost him for the nomination if 
he remains in the race. He wil) have 
almost as many votes in his Kings 
County delegation as there will be in 
the Tammany delegation controlled by 
Mr. Murphy. 

The weekly visits of Mr. Hearst to 
Mayor Hylan, made as openly as if with 
the purpose of inviting public attention, 
have caused the politiclans to wonder 
whether it is mere political by-play or 
serious political business. One thing 
that especially impresses the politicians 
is that while Mr. Hearst says he is try- 
ing to induce Mayor Hylan to run for 
Governor his communications and visits 
are followed invariabry by declarations 
from Mr. Hylan, with ever growing em- 
phasis, that he will not run for Gov- 
ernor, 

‘“‘Is Mr. Hearst really sincere in his 

protestations of: anxiety to confine his 
own future activities to journalism and 
have Mayor Hylan transfer his to the 
executive chamber at Albany?’’ is the 
question Democratic politiclans are ask- 
i themselves, 
"Tame of the Democratic leaders from 
up-State who called on Mr. Hearst early 
this Spring have since told friends that 
the one thing that impressed them in 
their talks with him was his obvious 
anxiety to remove’ all obstacles in the 
way of his nomination for Governor. 
All declared he appeared willing to make 
any pledges to win their support. They 
none out now that if Mr. Hearst is 
looking upon, the Governorship ee | 
as a stepping stone to the Presidential | 
nomination, as talks of his campaign) 
managers would indicate, he would be 
no nearer his ‘goal even if he should 
succeed in making Mayor Hylan the 
next Governor. 

On the other hand, there is a general 
realization in Democratic circles that. in 
the event of Mr. Hearst being as anx- 
ious to land the Gubernatorial nomina- 
tion as statements made by some of the 
up-State leaders would seem to indicate, 
there, are absorbing topics on which he 
might desire to hold private converse 
with Mayor Hylan. Should Tammany 
Leader Charles F. Murnhy and the 
leaders of allied organizations in this 
city prove hostile to Mr. Hearst, he 
would have to depend on Mayor Hylan 
and the power he wields over city pa- 
tronage to make them ‘ see reason.’

It 
is beyond my pare to expreas the deep 
gratitude I feel for the very fine and un- 
selfish work you did for me during the 
campaign. I appreciate it with all my 
heart. While I shall take no part in the 
second primary myself, I feel that my 
friends, as a matter of course, should ex- 
ercise their own judgment as to whom

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MARION DAVIES SUIT 
NOT OF HER SEEKING 


Her Brother-in-Law Tells Why 
He Began Libel Action 
in Her Behalf. 


NOT AT SCENE OF SHOOTING 


Flim Star at Home of Her Parents 
on Night of Party—Her Sister 
Testifies Today. 


The cross-examination of George B. 
Van Cleve, brother-in-law of Marion 
Davies, film star dnd complainant in a 
criminal libel suit against Merton E. 
Burke and Philip A. Payne, managing 
editor and city editor respectively of 
The Daily News, was continued yester- 
day before Magistrate George W. Simp- 
son, holding court in Room 500, Munic- 
ipal Building. The suit against The 
News employes, as well as others pend- 
ing against editors of The New York 
Herald and Evening Telegram is the 
outgrowth of alleged libellous articles 


* published in connection with the shoot- 


ing of Oscar A. Hirsh by Mrs. Hirsh, 
his wife, following a party at the Free- 
port, L. I., home of Miss Reine Davies, 
sister of Marion. 

Mr. Van Cleve reiterated his belief 
that the intent of The Daily News in 
publishing a picture of Marion Davies, 
as well as the statement that the party 
at the sister’s home had been given in 
her honor, was to convey to the reader 
the idea that she was present. Marion 
Davies, he said, had spent the entire 
evening at the home of her parents, 
Magistrate and Mrs. Bernard Douras at 
331 Riverside Drive. 

Van Cleve was quizzed at length as to 
alleged statements said to have been 
made following the shooting by Chief of 
Police Hartman and Assistant District 
Attorney Edwards regarding the nature 
of the party. The witness denied he 
had heard Mr. Edwards say the party 
had been given in honor of Marion. 
He recalled no such statement from 
Chief Hartman, he declared. 

Reine Davies Annoyed by Delay. 

Interrogating the witness on events at 
the Police Court, Macdonald DeWitt, of 
counsel for The Daily News, asked: 
‘‘ Did you notice anything unusual about 
the condition of Mrs. Lederer (Miss 
Reine Davies)? 

‘* Absolutely no,’’ replied Van Cleve. 

‘‘Didn’t you hear Judge Douras tell 
Mrs. Lederer to keep quiet?”’ 

‘Yes. Mrs. Lederer said: ‘I think 
it is a shame to keep us waiting all 
this time,’ and Judge Douras said to 
her, ‘ Oh, be quiet, lady.’ ’’ 

Van Cleve disavowed hearing his sis- 
ter-in-law tell a chauffeur witness dt 
the Police Court to ‘‘ keep your damn 
mouth shut.’’ f 

Over the objection of William Har- 
mon Black, Attorney for Van Cleve, De 
Witt demanded to know why Marion 
Davies had not brought the criminal 
libel actions, when she was the alleged 
injured party. He gave as a reason the 
statement that Miss Davies did not un- 
derstand court procedure and libel. 

‘* Isn't it a fact that you insisted Miss 
Davies bring this action?’ 

‘In a sense, yes. I insisted that a 
summons be secured. I was advised by 
my counsel that any one reading the 
articles could bring such an aé@tion.”’ 

** Didn’t you receive word from Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst to the effect that 
the prosecution should be brought?’’ 
asked DeWitt, after interrogating the 
witness as to whether he had talked the 
case over with members of the Hearst 
organization. 

“* No,’’ Mr. Van Cleve replied. 

Van Cleve testified that Miss Davies 
first learned of the events at Freeport 
when hé showed her-a copy of the Sun- 
day. edition of The Evéning Telegram. 

*“* After she read The Telegram didn’t 
Miss Davies call up William Randolph 
Hearst?’’ De Witt asked. 

‘Not to my knowledge,’’ Van _ Cleve 
testified. ‘‘I can so state that she did 
not from 1 o’clock in the afternoon on.”’ 

‘‘Tsn’t it a fact that during the 
course of Sunday afternoon Marion Da- 
vies received information that the story 
in The Evening Telegram had been sent 
out by the Standard News Association ?’’ 

‘**Not according to my own knowl- 
edge.”’

‘*Do you recall ‘Mr. DeWitt ever 
asking you at-these hearings if Marion 
Davies was present?’”’ asked Mr. Black. 

“He has not,’’ Van Cleve said. 
‘uring the re-cross examination Van 
Cleve testified that while the Hirshes 

| were at Reine Davies’s home there had 
been no disagreement. The first he 
learned of the shooting was when he 
heard an explosion which sounded like 
a tire exploding. A few seconds later 
this was followed by a call for help. He 
said he did not personally see the shoot- 
ing, therefore. 

Reine Davies is to take the Witness 
stand at‘the continuation of the hear- 
ings this afternoon. Marion Davies was 
not in attendance at the hearing.

CLAIM OF ECONOMY 


Senator Overman Asserts Gov- 
ernment’s Cost Is Increasing 
Under Harding. 


"CITES THE BUDGET OF 1915 


Finds.a Difference of $536,000,000 
in Favor of the Wilson 
Administration. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 26. — Senator 
Overman of North Carolina, ranking 
minority merhber of the Committee on 
Appropriations, challenged today .the 
claim of Republican leaders that. there 
has been real economy in Federal ap- 
propriations and expenditures under the 
new budget system. 

“All the big headlines appearing in 
newspapers showing’ the great savings 
made by the budget system under the 
Harding Administration,’’ said: Senator 
Overnian, ‘‘are nothing but a camou- 


flage and pipe dreams, and there is | 


nothing in it, as the figures show. The 
economies claimed are imaginary and 
not borne out by the figures on the 
Treasury books.’’ 

Senator Overman’s speech was _ in- 
tended as a formal reply to the state- 
ment recently issued by Senator -War- 
ren, Chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee,- comparing Féderal _ appro- 
priations for the fiscal years 1922 and 
1923, in which it was emphasized that 
there had been a great reduction in ap- 
propriations. 

‘It is true, as stated by Senator War- 
ren,’’ said Mr. Overman, “‘ that the ap+ 
propriations for the fiscal year 1923 are 


$319,000,000 less than for 1922, but by 
analyzing this statement it is found that 
a greater part of it was on account of'a 
saving by Congress in decreasing the 
army and the navy and by charging the 
good roads item to the postal appropria- 
tions—all of which were necessary re- 
forms brought about by peace.”’ 


Compares 1915 Appropriations. 


Senator Overman stated that, ‘‘ in or- 
der to be perfectly fair to Congress 
and the public,’’ he would compare the 
appropriations made under the Wilson 
Administration three years before the 


war with the appropriation made by the 
Harding Administration three years 
after the war. Such a comparison, he 
said, showed that under the ilson Ad- 
ministration the 1915 appropriations ag- 
gregated $1,107,309,696.83, while under 
the Harding .Administration for the 
fiscal year 1923 the current appropria- 
tions are $3,747.035.382.64, making a dif- 
ference of $2,639,725,685.81 in favor of 
the Wilson Administration in 1915 as 
compared with the current fiscal year's 
appropriation under the Harding Ad- 
ministration. 

In order to be perfectly fair and just 
to this Administration, however, Senator 
Overman said, there should be deducted 
from this $2,600,000,000-odd all items 
growing out of the war, and he there- 
fore had deducted and ven credit to 
the Harding Administration for the ap- 
propriations which they were compelled 
to make as resulting from the. World 
War the following: 

Emergency Fleet Corporation, $100,- 
000,000; Veterans’ Bureau, $418,000,000; 
United States Housing Corporation, $1,- 
000,000, and the Alien Property Custo- 
dian, $370,000, rise, he deducted $43,- 
000,000 on account of expenses in the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue and public 
debt service; $38,000,000 for increased 
ec ompensation or bonus, $1,260,000,600 out 
of the public debt fund, including sink- 
ing fund and interest on public debt 
and retirement of public debt .from 
ordinary receipts, and $30,000,000 for 
the retirement of public debt from Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank franchise fax. 


Figures Wilson Administration Less.

Robinson and Stanley Defend 
Newspapers, Smoot and Wat- 
son Tell of Threats. 


*““IMBECILE,” SAYS SEITZ 


Business Manager of The World, 
Who Was Present at Conferences, 
Says No Threats Were Made,

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The charge 
that: the defeat of William H. Taft for 
thé Presidency in 1912 was the fresult 
| of the refusal of the Senate Committee 
on Finance to make a corrupt bargain 
with representatives of the American 
| Newspaper Publishers Association was 
; madé in the Senate this afternoon by 
| Senator McCumber of North Dakota. 
The Senator, who recently was de- 
feated for renomination, declared that 
these representatives of the newspaper 
publishers of the country had demanded 
that newsprint paper be placed on the 
free list, the price to be paid for this 
concession being the support of Mr. Taft 
by the newspapers. 

“The real cause of Mr. Taft’s defeat 
in 1912,’" declared Senator McCumber, 
“‘was the refusal of the Republican 
Party to put newsprint paper on the 
free list. The American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Association sent a committee to 
Washington to demand that this news- 
print paper be placed on the free list, 
and the Committee on Finance was in- 
formed that the association would sup- 
port the Administration if that was done. 
On the other hand, the committee was 
told that if it was ‘not done’ they, the 
association, would do all they could to 
destroy the Administration. 

“The committée stood for principle 
and refused, and suffered defeat because 
of it. The defeat was not due to 
Schedule K at all."’ 

Subsequently, Senators Smoot and 
Watson went to the defense of the 
Finance Committee, but neither of them 
made the broad -accusation uttered by 
the North Dakota Senator. 

_Mr. Smoot asserted that the late John 
Norris, who was an official of the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers Association, 
had in a conference with the late Sena- 
tor Aldrich of Rhode Island declared 
that if newsprint paper was taxed ‘‘ the 
Republican Party will be driven from 
power,’ while Senator Watson, who 
was at that time in the House and a 
member of the Committée on Ways-and 
Means, said he had heard the late Her- 
man Ridder of New York make the 
same threat. 

Climax of Bitter Tariff Debate. 

The charge against the newspapers 
came : the climax to four’ hours of 
bitter debate, in which the wool sched- 
ule had. been ycondemned-in- unmercifal 
fashion by Senator Lenroot of Wiscon- 
sin, who warned his Republican col- 
leagues that the approval of the com- 
mittee wool rates would shock the coun- 
try and probably would lead to the de- 
feat:of the party in the next election. 

Mr.* Lenroot’s reference to the Taft 
defeat, which, he said, was due in large 
part to Schedule K of the Payne-Aldrich 
law, gave Senator McCumber his op- 
portunity to make his charge against 
the newspaper publishers. 

Senators Robinson of Arkansas and 
Stanley of Kentucky challenged the 
statement made by Mr. McCumber, The 
Arkansas Senator said the charge was 
‘an appalling one,”’ that assailed the 
honor and integrity of an institution 
of Which theré “was-no greater in the 
United States. It was impossible for 
him to believe, he added, that the news- 
papers of the country had unitedly 
tufned against the Republican Party, 
especially as most of the Republican 
papers, as he recalled the campaign of 
1912, supported the candidacy of Mr. 
Taft. 

“The honor of public men,’’ said Sen- 
ator Stanley, ‘‘ the faith of public opin- 
ion, the attitude: of the nation in peace 
or war, are dependent in a great meas- 


uré upon the wisdom of this mightiest | 


influence for right or wrong—the press. 
Yet we are told that that thing may be 
bought and sold for a petty duty upon 
print paper; that the press of America, 
crawling on its belly, sought to eat out 
of the filthy hands of the purveyors of 
graft, and that they repudiated it. Re- 
pudiated when and how? The press did 
, demand free print paper, and there was 
mever a more righteous demand.” 


Robinson Attacks McCumber. 


“ The Senator from North Dakota, Mr. 
McCumber,’ said Senator Robinson, 
** ridicules the idea that Mr. Taft was 
defeated for a. second term because of 
his changed attitude respecting tariff sub- 
jects and particularly the wool schedula, 
Senator Lenroot has pointed out the his- 
torical course, the fact that Mr. Taft 
made his first campaign, with the sup- 
port of Mr. Roosevelt, largely upon a 
platform favoring reduction of tariff 
rates, and after election he apparently 
completely revised his pré-election atti- 
tude and signed a tariff pill which he 
himself had said was indefensible. 

““'The Senator from North Dakota now 
repeats with emphasis that Mr. Taft’s 
defeat was not due to Schedule K, but 
to the newspaper publishers of America. 
He said in substance that ‘ we all know 


. that a committee representing the news- 
papers of the country came here and 
urged free print paper, They told the 
Finance Committee that if we would 
rant this the newspapers would support 
r. Taft, but if their request was re- 
wet they would wreck the Administra- 


** Continuing, the Senator from North 
Dakota says the committee had rejected 
that corrupt demand and had stood for 
pripciple, and because it would not yield 

o.this demand for free print paper the 
Republican Party had been exalted to a 
place of martyrdom and had suffered 
defeat. 

“If that statement is true, it is ap- 
palling. I call for more definite and 
complete information. Was that demand 
made in open or secret ‘session of the 
committee? I challenge the Senator to 
say who constituted the committee rep- 
resenting the newspaper publishers be- 
fore the Finance Committee. 


Calls for Full Publicity. 


“Ymportant as are the provisions of 
the wool schedule, the declaration of the 
Senator from North Dakota, Mr. Mc- 
Cumber, is far more important. It goes 
to the integrity of the press of the 
United States; it assails the honor and 
honésty of the newspapers of this nation. 
There ought to be the fullest publicity 
concerning this matter. There can be no 
justification for secrecy. Who were the 


newspaper. committee? .Wefe its state- 
ments oral or in writing? Were they 
uttered in confidence? 

** How does it happen that the years 
have come and gone, how does it happen 
that Mr. Taft went down to defeat, 


overwhelming and:humiliatingsand that 


the united opposition of the press of the 
nation—why did not the Finance Com- 
MTaittee then accept: the challenge and 
meet the issue? : 

I am not asking for political pur- 
pose, but for information. The state- 
ment of Senator McCumber was to thé

Stanley Defends the Press. 


Senator Stanley said he endorsed all 
that the Arkansas Senator had said.

Stanley continued, ‘‘ that the press came

| Don Seitz’s Characterizatior. of Mc- 
| Cumber’s Attack on Newspapers. 


Don C. Seitz, business manager of The 
New York World, who was on the 
Paper Committee of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association with 
John Norris ahd Herman Ridder in 
1909, said last night that the charges 


made by Senator McCumber were eT 


lutely untrue. 


“<It is my impression that Mr. Taft | 


was defeated by Theodore Roosevelt, and 
not by the newspapers,”’ said Mr. Seitz. 
‘“As a matter of fact,, most of thé 
newspapers were for Mr. Taft. The 
newspapers had no grievance, and, far 
from having been turned down by the 
Senate, had reached a very satisfactory 
arrangement. 

“Nothing of the kind deseribed by 
Senator McCumber ever happened. The 
paper tariff discussions began way back 
in Roosevelt's time, when John Hay was 
Secretary of State and was trying to 
get twenty-one reciprocity treaties with 
otker countries signed by the Senate. 
He sald at the time that it was impos- 
sible to get anything with common 
sense and honesty back of it through 
the United States Senate. I remember 
his words very well. @ 

“There had been a Canadian Joint 
High Commission which dealt with such 
subjects as we wished to discuss, and 
we went to Mr. Hay to see if he could 
not revive the commission. It was then 
that he told us how his treaties had 
been killed by log-rolfing in the Senate. 

“We never used threats, but we fi- 
nally made a decent arrangement by 
which wood pulp waé let énto the coun- 
try free if its price did not go higher 
than 2 cents a pound. Later that figure 
was revised upward—I have forgotten 
the exact figures. But it was not neces- 


sary to mix in politics to get that done, 
and the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association never did mix in poli- 


cs. 

“This talk of Senator McCumber’s is 
merely part of the imbecility and igno- 
rance that has been shown by Sénator 
McCumber and his colleagues in fram- 
ing the present Tariff bill.’”’ 

The remarks of Senator Watson with 
regard to Herman Ridder's taik with 
“Uncle Joe’’ Cannon were read to Mr, 
Seitz, who indignantly repudiated them,

JAdaptation of Steel Corporation 
Methods to Be Used to 
Reduce Accidents. 


'87-LEADERS INVITED TO-AID 


‘Safety Institute to Manage Drive— 
Figures Show 3,345 Killed 
Here in 1921. 


A broad and intensive campaign for 
Public safety, with a view to reducing 
Wew York City’s accident problem to a 
minimum, will be begun here shortly un- 
der the leadership of Judge Elbert. H. 
Gary, President of the United States 
Steel Corporation, by the Safety Insti- 
tute of America, 141 East Twenty-ninth 
Street, it was announced yesterday. 
Judge Gary, who is Chairman Of the 
Public Safety Committee of the Safety 
Institute, has invited eighty-seven lead- 
ere in industrial, civic, social and ad- 
ministrative circles to aid him. It is | 
hoped to duplicate here the success at- | 
tained in various industrial plants, | 
where accidents have been reduced 25 
to 96 per cent. 

It was learned that Judge Gary has 
Yong believed that the safety methods 
employed by the United States Steel 
Corporation, which experts estimate 
have saved 29,550 employes from serious 
injury in fourteen years, could be adopt- 
ed for use in large cities. In accepting 
the chairmanship of the General Com- 
mittee yesterday, Judge Gary made the 
following statement: 

‘The campaign will be initiated by a 
* safety week’ and will be continued 
throughout the year as a permanent orm 
ganized community effort under the aus- 
pices of the Safety Institute of America. 

‘A careful study of the accident situ- 
ation recently made by the Safety Inati- 
tute revealed the startling fact that in 
New York City 3,345 persons were 
killed by accident in 1921. Of this num- 
ber, 1,081 deaths resulted from traffic 
accidents; 402 of these were children. 
Motor vehicles caused 865 deaths, an in- 
crease of 109 over 1920. 


Plans Community Effort. 


“We are convinced that nothing but 
@n aggressive, organized community ef- 
fort backed by the best citizens of New 
York will be able to cope with this prob- 
lem and make substantiai reduction in 


this yearly toll. . 

“Careful study of the experience ‘of 
guch cities as St. Louis, Milwaukee and 
Detroit convinced us that it will be pos- 
sible to conduct such an aggressive cam- 
paign of education that public opinion 
will be developed to a point where rigid 
enforcement of law will be maintained 
a@nd an overwhelming sentiment in favor 
ef protection will be established.”’ 

Judge Gary has had several confer- 
ences with Arthur Williams, President 
ef the Safety Institute; Laurence Vail 
Coleman, Director of the institute; 
Charles L. Close, manager of the Bu- 
reat of Safety, Sanitation and Welfare 
of the United States Steel Corporation, 
/gnd C. W. Price, former general man- 
ger of the National Safety Council.

Fetes Gerry's decision to lead the New 
YYork campaign, it was stated, resulted 
from a personal study of the accident 
situation here and of what carefully 
organized permanent safety campaigns 
had accomplished in other cities. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Coleman, the safety 
movement in America largely grew out 
of Judge Gary’s personal interest in 
preventing aodtenke within the plants 
of the Steel Corporation. 

Mr. Coleman said’ Mr. Price _is fa- 
miliar with the experiences of Boston, 
Baltimore, St. Louis, Detroit, Milwau- 
kee and several other cities. Mr. Ras- 
mussen, it was stated, was formerly 
Field Secretary of the National Safety 
Council and has specialized in prevent- 
fng traffic accidents through developing 
safety organizations, safe drivers’ clubs 
end safety schools among taxicab and 
motor truck drivers. 

Arthur Williams, President of the

For a sporting event that has. aroused 
the general interest, that the champion- 
ship bout between Beriny Leonard and 
Lew Tendier has, betting on the result 
has been extremely light. As nearly as 
oan he judged, $50,000" would be a lb- 
eral estimate of thé amount that will 
change hands in Greater New York, and 
most of this has heen placed in amounts 
ef $100 and less. Few wagers running 
into thousands of dellars have been re- 
corded by thé brokers wha are accus- 
; tomed to handle most of the money 
placed on big sporting events ef this 
| nature. 
This can be attributed to the prepon- 
derance of Leonard money in this city. 
It had been expected that big commis- 
sions would he received from Philadel- 
phia, the supporters of Tendler in his 
home city realizing that they could get 
better odds here than in Quakertown. 
But these big commissions had falled 
to materialize ‘yesterday and leading 
brokers here were resigned to the fact 
that this bout would go down as one 
of the poorest betting propositions in 
the modern history of sport. 
In what comparatively small betting 
there has been, Leonard has been made 
al to 3 favorite, but even-these attrac- 
tive odds have failed to coax forth: aty 
appreciable amount of Tendler money. 
John Doyle, one of Broadway’s teading 
commission ‘brokers, declared that he 
has seen little money wagered. In a 
majority of instances it has been con- 
fined. chiefly to the chances of either of 
the principals scoring a knockout... This 
condition has been brought*about by the 
fact that if the. bout goes the limit of 
twelve rounds the laws of the New Jer- 
sey Boxing Commission wilt not permit 
a decision to be rendered.

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WILL MEET TODAY 


“Most Valuable Player’’ Trophy 
and New York-Boston Deal 
to Be Discussed. 


CHICAGO, July 26 (Associated Press). 
—Plans for the selection of the most 
valuablé individual player in the Ameri- 
can League and the nature of the tro- 
phy to be awarded will be one of the 
important mattérs decided at the meet- 
ing of American League owners here 
tomorrow, 

The draft problem and the recent deal 
involving several New York and Boston 
players also will come in for considera- 
tion, although the action to be taken on 
the latter question is highly problematti- 
cal, 

A committee of baseball writers has 
been chosen by President Ban Johnson 
to select the most valuable player in 
the league, the selection being based, 
among other things, on his season rec- 
ord, batting, fielding, sportsmanship 
and general conduct on the field. Two 
forms of award are being considered. 
One is a replica {n bronze of the player 
chosen, which would be placed in the 
Smithsonian Institute. Washington. The 
other is the erection by the league of 
a tablet in Potomac Park, Washington, 
honoring the player selected. The 
amount of moriey to be devoted to the 
trophy and the form it will take are to 
be decided at tomorrow’s meeting. 

Refusal of the Western, Three Hye, 
International and Pacific Coast Leagues 
and the American Association to con- 
sent to the drafting of players by major 
leagues also is to be given consideration. 
President Johnson tonight criticized as 
‘‘un-American’’ the attitude of the 
minors in holding players for a high 
price. 

‘IT consider it un-American,”’ he said, 
“for a club or league to hold out for a 
high price for a player and thus prohibit 
him from advancing in his chosen pro- 
fession by entering the major leagues, 
where he can command & higher salary 
and obtain greater opportunities. 

President Johnson said the issue would 
be thoroughly discussed and some pro- 
cedure would probably be mapped out, 
but asserted that no definite plan of ac- 
tion had been formulated. 

The recent deal by which Boston ex- 
changed Joe Dugan and Elmer Smith 
for Shortstop Mitchell,. Elmer Miller, 
Chick Fewster and a pitcher yet to be 
named has aroused unfavorable senti- 
ment toward mid-season deals of this 
character, Mr. Johnson said. He indi- 
cated that- action in this matter will be 
taken tomorrow. While he pointed out 
that the clubs are within their rights in 
making the deal, because Aug. 1 is at 
present the final date for concluding 
such negotiations, President Johnson 
said he favored some sore of legislation 
which in the future would prohibit deals 
of this character. He said the fixing of 
July 4 as the final date for closing mid- 
| season deals had been suggested, and 
| will be discussed tomorrow.

CHICAGO, July 26.—The finale in 
freak putters has apparently not yet 
come, for after nearly every shape of 
iron, wood and aluminum had been 
exhausted in an effort to give golfers 
an implement that would hole a ball 
regardless of the player‘’s. skill, a 
Chicago professional has come to the 
front with a putter made of gaspipe.

BAVARIA AND THE REICH. 
The question of States’ rights dom- 
inates German politics just 

specifically Bavarian rights. 
most of the special rights guaranteed | 
by the Imperial Constitution disap- 
peared in the reorganization made at 
Weimar, there are still States’ rights 
in Germany, and there still exists that 
home-rule sentiment, that dislike of 
Berlin, which has always been strong

The present issue amounts | 


virtually to nullification of a Federal 


law by the State Government, al- 


though under the pretense that meas- | 


ures to the same end have already 
ibeen taken by the State. But notori- 
ously Bavaria will do nothing serious 
against the monarchist conspirators 
who are the objects of the new law 
for ‘‘ safeguarding the _ republic.’ 
Whatever the legal theories, the ques- 
tion is whether laws made by the 

Reichstag run in Bavaria when 
| Bavarian sentiment is against them. 

Ten years ago, even three years ago, 
foreign opinion would have sided with 
Bavaria. The Bavarians are or used 
to be a more agreeable race than the 
Prussians, and it was the general opin- 
ion that South Germany would never 
have been dangerous to the rest of 
Europe if Prussia had not made it 
over after the Prussian image. Yet to- 
day it is Prussia that stands up for 
republicanism, for a policy of getting 
along with the rest of the world; 
Bavaria has chosen to assert her par- 
ticularist claims in defense of the men 
who made’ the war and who are now 
trying to overthrow the German Re- 
public by assassination in order to re- 
store the old Germany of blood and 
iron. 

On this issue the rest of the world 
must side with the Berlin Government. 
Even those Frenchmen who have re- 
tained the hope of detaching South 
Germany, a hope disappointed in the 
days of Napoteon II. and much less 
plausible now, ought to realize that 
any apparent’ advantage which the 
division of Germany might bring would 
be far overbalanced by the persistence 
of a centre of militarist reaction in 
Munich. Germahy cannot be abol- 
ished; she must be reformed; and the 
best hope of reform lies in the Central 
Republican Government. That Gov- 
ernment is often feeble and hesitating, 
but it is more disposed to assert itself 
now than ever before. WALTHER 
RATHENAU™is mighty yet; indeed, his 
spirit seems more influential now than 
when he was alive. The issue bétween 
Berlin and Munich can fairly be de- 
scribed as RATHENAU against LupEN- 
DORFF. 

It seems unlikely that the conflict 
will be settled by force. Nobody could 
profit from a war but the Bolsheviki, 
except perhaps the least admirable ele- 
bus?

It 
all. depends upon the basis of -compari- 
son, Perhaps this ‘little ‘illustration may 
serve to. make the point more marked. 
The average eost to the public of Jaun- 
dering a stiff collar, in New York City, 
is four cents. For.this price the laundry 
callg-at the home, takes the collar to 
the laundry, launders it, during which 
process it goes through from twelve to 
fifteen operations, returns. it, spotless, 


.to the home. A ‘man usually wears a 


collar but a\day. He kicks at the laun- 
dering charge. This same individual 
goes daily into a shoé-shining parlor 
and “has his shoes shined,. paying the 
bootblack ten cents and usually giving 
him a five-cent tip.. Compare the two 
services. In the latter, the customer 
does most of the work. He takes the 
goods to the plant.and takes them away. 
He loses the time there, as he‘ has to 
wait for the operation: to be performed. 
The laundry industry of New York 
City is now asking the ‘City Board’ of 
Education to. establish courses in “ The 
Science of Laundering-’’ in order to give 
the young men and women of the city 
an opportunity to enter this growing 
industry, and provide the plants of the 
city with competent employes, fortified 
with sufficient knowledge to warrant 
their promotion to executive positions. 
‘Now: let us briefly consider the ques- 
tion of price. I have drawn up a table 
showing what happens to each dollar 
received in the laundry for service ren- 
dered. Laundry prices are based on 
costs,. and costs are fairly uniform; 
therefore the prices are. about the same. 
Any laundry which offers a service at a 
Yow pricé must cut the cost somewhere, 
and it cannot be done.except at the ex- 
pense of the supplies. used, the labor 
employed, or’ in the handling of the 
goods. Laundry prices are like automo- 
biles—there is a_Ford service and there 
is a Rolls-Royce service. There are also 
many intermediate services.. Consider 
this tabulation:

The only items entering into laundry 
service which have at all declined in 
price aressoap, soda and miscellaneous 
supplies, such as paper, twine, &c. Based 
on the average laundry bundle of $3 
| per week, this reduction is less than 3 
per cent. net. 

Therefore, it can be plainly-seen that 
laundry prices are not too high, based 
on actual service: and quality of work- 
manship. The trouble is that in the 
past, before the war days, laundry 
prices were too low, and the laundry 
owner, through lack of knowledge of his 
costs, instead of making money from his 
customers, made it’ in terms of sweat 
and blood from his employes. We are 
now trying to right the wrong by pay- 
ing our employes a decent and more 
than living wage. They earn it!

Radium Within General Reach. 
To the Editor of The New. York-Times: 

We notice that in your issue of June 29 
you gave prominence to the announcement 
by the United States Radium Corporation of 
the reduction in the price of radium from 
$120 to $100 a milligram, which had been 
made possible by lower cost of labor and 
transportation. a 

The public generally is not: aware that 
radium as a therapeutic agent for cancer 
and other malignant diseases is within reach 
of all,-and anything which tends to focus 
attention on the existence and. ayeilability 
of radium therapy is to be commended. 

Radium therapy has. been -found by emi- 
nent physicians and surgeons such as Dr. 
Robert Abbe of St. Luke’s Hospital, Dr. 
George Stuart Willis, Director of the radium 
depdfement of the Post-Graduate Hospital, 
and Dr. Harvey R. Gaylor, Director of. the 
Institute for the Study of Malignant Dis- 
eases, to be an effective means.of combgt- 
ing the ravages of cancer and simflar 
growths; and this. reduction in the price of 
radium is consequently. of great interest to 
the whole country, because the death toll of 
this disease annually is 90;000. 

This reduction in the price of radium will 
tend to lessen the death rate from cancer, 
Since it means that radium will now be 
available for use in thousands of additional 
cases. The radium appropriation of the 
physician or hospital er city er State will 
go further, and the same outlay of money 
will procure 15 to 20 per cent, more radium. 
Although the initial outlay for radium is 
considerable, it does not lose: its strength for 

3,600 years and can be used over and over 
again, since it does not éutqriorate to any 
appreciable extent. 

Besides widening the field of usefulness of 
this branch of therapy, the reduced cost of 
radium will probably make possible further 
experimentation which may result in even 
greater advances in the future. 

Your interest in the subject is therefore 
commendable, and we take this occasion to 
congratulate you on your public-spirited age 
tion.

Not 
only the business but the health ane 
comfort of the people, especially of the 
great Northwest, are being jeopardized 
by the coal strike. 

The country, as never béfore, is faced 
with the necessity for statesmanship in 
high places, as against the mere playing 
for supposed party advantage. There 
can be no room in our schéme of gov-». 
ernment for an organization, cither of 
capital or labor, which can. successfully.‘ 
challenge the power of the State and 
Federal Governments in matters affect- 
ing the general welfare. ; 

If this issue is made clear to the 
American people, I have no doubt that 
they will demand the enactment of the 
legislation. necessary to accomplish this 
purpose and its enforcement by all of 
the resources of the Federal Govern- 
ment.

WILMINGTON, Del., July 26.—Alfred 
Victor du Pont, the disinherited son of 
Alfred I, du Pont, one of the forty rich- 
est men in the United States, ‘starts 
work tomorrow morning as a strike- 
breaker in the local shops of the Penn- 
sylVania Railroad Company. Young du 
Pont is about 23 years old and a stu- 
dent at Harvard, and was here spend- 
ing the vacation season at his mother’s 
home. His announcement that he was 
g0ing to take the place of a striker as 
an apprentice was a surprise to the few 
he informed and possibly not more than 
a half dozen are aware tha the former

Says There Are 28,412 Hospital 
Beds Available, but Only 10,191 
Are Occupied.

WASHINGTON,’ July 26—Brig. Gen. 
Sawyer, personal physiclan to Presi- 
dent Harding, tonight issued a_re- 
ply to charges made by A. A. Sprague, 
Chairman of the American Legion Re- 
habilitation Committee, that he had de- 
layed ana obstructed hospitalization 
work for veterans. He offered figures 
to show that hospitalization work haa 
not been unduly delayed and quoted 
numerous telegrams and letters from 
members of the Hospitalization Board 
and others to show that he had co-op- 
erated in the work. 

‘“These facts certainly show that the 
United States Government is doing 
every consistent thing possible for the 
disabled veteran,’’ said General Saw- 
yer's statement, ‘‘ and for the length of 
time at its disposal everything has been 
achieved which human agency could 
accomplish. It is the determination of 
the present Administration to give to 
the disabled World War vetéran -the 
very best of hospital service that can 
be possibly provided. 

“it shall be my constant effort and 
my policy to proceed with reason, effi- 
elency and economy in carrying out 
such of its affairs as come to the at- 
tention of the Federal Board of Hos- 
pitalization. From this position I will 
not be forced, cajoled or stampeded. 
The American public should know the 
hospital situation as it really exists at 
the present time and they will be able

NOT A “KALSOMINE DAVE” 


Commissioner Gives Proof in. State- 
ment Regarding Pushcart 
inquiry. 


Mud-slinging and: incivility on the part 
of public officials were denounced in in- 
dignant and stern language yesterday by 
Commissioner of.Accounts David Hirsh- 
field in the course of a statement re- 
proaching District’ Attorney Ruston of 
Kings County and Governor Miller.

ket Commissioner O’Malley in few legiti- | 


mate hands. For his part in the contro- 
versy Commissioner Hirshfield was 
called ‘‘ Kalsomine Dave,’’ while Mayor 
Hylan was referred to by District Attor- 
ney Ruston az “ Foxy Grandpa.” This 
disrespectful dllusion to Mayor’ Hylan 
constituted an attack on the cradle, ac- 
ore to Commissioner Hirshfield, who

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IN BORDER LIQUOR WAR 


Machine Guns, but Washington 
Officials Deny-It. 


OGDENSBURG, .N, ¥., July 26.—The 


|war against liquor smugglers in‘ North- 


ern New York is on in earnest. The new 
patrol along the border is now a reality. 
This fact was impressed .on local resi- 
dents yesterday when two light army 
trucks with machine guns mounted on 
their platforms reached this city. The 
trucks are the forerunners of a fleet 
which numbers twenty-four in all which 
is on the way to this section from New 
York City. 7s : oe, ; 

In conneétion with the use of the trucks 
there will be about thirty Federal agents 
located in this section. - They: will work 
with the United States customs agents. 
Besides the trucks; boats will be used to 
cover ports om-the. river. One fast 
motorboat: will operate out of Clayton. 
Trucks and men will be located at 
Ogdensburg, Malone, -Mooers, Rouses 
Point and other places. : 

The.trucks, which are of the one-ton 
type,» are deceptive in appearance, as 
there have been transplanted.on their 
chassis the engines usually mounted in 
five-ton trucks. The cars are capable of 
developing seventy. miles‘an hour. Each 
truck is manned by two men who carry 
side arms and are expert in the use of 


their mounted guns. The guns are en- 
cased and are of a light field type which 
will enable their being . quickly dis- 
mounted and transported by hand. 

The trucks will not be stationed at any 

| one place, but will be royers, doing duty 
| between this city and Rouses Point. The 
‘trucks are able to speed up to sixty 
miles’ an hour within the space of less 
| than 400 yards. : 
thine cara are being sent out by the 
Treasury Department to work in con- 
junction with the customs officials. and 
the State troopers.

DOUBTS IF BETELGEUSE 


IS SOLID THROUGHOUT 


French Scientist Thinks Its Im- 


mense Apparent Size Due to 
Luminous Atmosphere.

PARIS, July 26.—The bigness of 


| Betelgeusé does not lie in its body, but 


in the {mmense extent of the luminous 
atmosphere which surrounds it, accord- 


| ing to the theory advanced by M. Ver- 


ronet, the astronomer of the Strasbourg 


| Observatory, yesterday at the Congress 
| for the Advancement of Science now be- 


ing held at Montpelier. 

M. Verronet frankly stated his belief 
that no star as big as Betelgeuse could 
exist in a solid mass. According to the 
measurements of Professor Michelson 
at Mt. Wilson Observatory, it is 300 
times greater in diameter than the sun, 
with a circumference greater than the 
whole orbit of the earth, whereas Sirius, 
the most brilliant normal star in the 


lsky, is only twice as big as the. sun. 


Mr. Veronnet cited measurements of 
other giant stars, such as Antares, 


| which has forty times the diameter of 
| the sun, in suport of his theory. 
| established laws, 


The 
he said, did not ad- 
mit an explanation of the physical equ- 
librium of these giant stars, and he 
quoted determined ‘laws of correlation, 
mass and temperature to show that in 
no case could one of these giant stars 
exceed in actual mass two or three 
times the size of the sun. 

What gave them their gigantic appear- 
ance, he said, was that their mass was 
surrounded by an immense luminous en- 
velope forming a photosphere. Some- 
thing analgous to this envelope, but 
much less brilliant, was to be found in 
the sun’s corona. If an_ effulgent 
photosphere stretched beyond the sun’s 
atmosphere at the level of the corona, 
something like a giant star of the Betel- 
geuse kind would be produced. But to 
produce this effect the sun‘s superficial 
heat would have to be raised to 300,000 
degrees. An outside. stable envelope 
with diameter equal to 300 times that of 
the sun would then be formed. 

Ultimately, says M. Veronnet,~ these 
giant stars become normal as their en- 
velopes contract with the decline of 
hess. turning successively yellow and 

ue. 


MEETING MAY BE DELAYED.

PARIS, July 26 (Associated Press).— 
A slight delay in the holding of the 
meeting at London of the heads of the 
allied Governments for discussion of 
the reparations question is foreseen in 
official quarters here following the re- 


ceipt of a note from Great Britain that 
Prime Minister Lloyd George would be 
very glad to meet Premier Poincaré 
on Aug. 1 if the Governmental crisis in 
Italy were settled by that time. 

It has been definitely decided that 
Italy and Belgium shall attend the con- 
ference, and the failure of Italy to form 
a Government before Aug. 1 would 
necessitate a brief postponement of the 
meeting. 

Pending a settlement of the Italian 
situation no date will be fixed for the 
assembling of the conferees.

Perhaps the very fact that the crisis had 
not developed any further overnfght and 
was stuck in the talking stage gave the 
Boerse gooseflesh.

Cabinet Framing a Proclamation. 


In Munich there was an interpellation 
in the Bavarian Landtag on the Leo- 


prechting espionage scandal, while in 
Berlin the unwearied Wirth Cabinet de- 
liberated for the third day all day long 
on the Bavarian crisis. At 6 o'clock 
this evening a ‘‘final’’ Cabinet sitting} 
began, followed by a Ministerial Council | 
presided over by President Ebert. The} 
result of these deliberations will be} 
formulated in a proclamation to the| 
German people and given out presum-| 
ably tomorrow. 

The result of the Cabinet deliberations | 
up to a late hour was that ‘‘ there could | 
be no doubt that the Bavarian ordi- | 
nances were: illegal and unconstitu- | 
tional.”’ 

Two courses are open ‘to the Wirth 
Government without entailing blood-| 
shed. Under Article 48 of the Constitu- | 
tion President Ebert can declare the of- 
fensive Bavarian ordinances null and 
void or call upon the Bavarian Govern- 
ment to rescind them, or, secondly, the 
Berlin Government can ask the German | 
Supreme Court to decide whether the 
Bavarian ordinances are constitutional. 

The latter course seems more prob- 
able tonight, as there is no immediate 
hurry, but there is nothing to prevent 
Berlin from making both moves simul- 
taneously. 


Bavaria Suppresses Papers. 


Both the national law ‘‘ for safeguard- 
ing the republic’’ and the Bavarian 


ordinances on the same subject are ef- 
fective from last Sunday. But while the 
Wirth Government so far has taken no 
action under the new national law, the 
Bavarian Government has acted quickly 
under its ‘‘ outlaw ’’ ordinances. It has 
suppressed two Gavarian papers, one a 
village paper, the Miesbacher Anzeiger, 
actively anti-semitic, anti-democratic, 
anti-Berlin and pro-monarchy, and con- 
fiscated it for one day as reviling and 
libeling the Berlin Government. The} 
other paper is the Voelkische Beobachter | 
(Germanic Racial Observer), confiscated 
for three days for an article entitled 
‘The Victory of Jewry.” 

Munich hears that German professors 
may be muzzled by the new national 
law and demands to know of Berlin 
about championing the right of profes- 
sors to air their views in or out of 
print. Specifically Munich hears that a 
law is being drafted in Berlin barring 
students from all political activities and 
a law compelling university professors 
under penalty of immediate dismissal to 
teach that the republic is the only right 
and sensible form of a State. 

A report is printed by a well-informed 
Russian democratic organ in Berlin. 
‘*The Rul,” that Grand Duke Nikolai 
Nikolaievitch, former Commander-in- 
Chief of the Russian armies, has gone 
from Italy to Bavaria with the intent 
to settle down there. Bavarla is al- 
ready extending inexpensive hospitality 
to other leading personages of the Rus- 
sian reaction. 


Munich Espionage Case Up. 


One of the day’s best crisis stories was 
the Leoprechting espionage case, as} 
aired by both the interpellant and the} 
responding Minister, President Count} 


Lerchenfeld, in the Bavarian Landtag 
this morning. Baron Hubert Leoprech- | 
ting was convicted of treason by a Ba- | 
varian court for having operated in Ba- 
varia in the pay and service of the} 
French. According to testimony at the 
trial, he worked for the French Minister | 
to Bavaria, M. Dard. In addition to fur- 
nishing secret reports, Leoprechting’s | 
particular function, it is charged, was to 
arouse and foster antagonism between 
North and South Germany, more specif- | 
ically between Prussia and Bavaria. 

According to the secret court testimony 
aired in the Landtag today, he was also 
operating in Bavaria as an intelligence | 
agent for the Berlin Government. getting 
money from the French and at the same 
time from the German taxpayers, inci- |} 
dentally failing to serve his Berlin em- | 
ployers and throwing his real help to his 
French paymaster. 

In the Landtag debate based on the 
secret court minutes, it was said that 
Leoprechting while employed by the 
French Minister had the idea of pro- 
moting trouble between North and 
Scuth Germany by offering his secret 
services to the Berlin Government and 
then feeding it with false reports about 
Separatist plots in Bavaria and other 
political material likely to arouse the 
suspicions of Berlin against Munich's 
loyalty to the Reich. Leoprechting 
conducted his operations for fifteen 
months. He offered his services to 
and was employed by the press section 
of the German Government. 

According to official Bavarian revela- 
tions, Leoprechting received 30.000 
marks in August of last year from 
Geheimrat Schmid-Elscop of the press 
section and also received money from 
Geheimrat Haas and MRegierungsrat 
Schwarz, represented as confidants of 
Chancellor’ Wirth. He is alleged to 
have worked for and received money 
from Dr. Weismann, Prussian Commis- 
sioner for Public Service.

The story of the German Republic and 
Prussia maintaining secret. agents in Ba- 
varia who at the same time worked for 
the French has greatly disturbed the Ba- 
varians. The Prusstan Minister to Ba- 
varia, Count Zech, was openly accused 
of having had dealings with the “ trai- 
tor '’ Leoprechting and the Bavarian 
Government’s urgent request -to Berlin 
that he be recalled has not yet been 
complied with. 

The interpellant in the Bavarian 
Landtag today also demanded that Ba- 
varia ask France to recall Minister 
Dard. Premier Lerchenfeld, in reply- 
ing, was diplomatically careful. not to 
mention Dard or the French Government 
by name in offensive connections, though 
everybody knew to whom and what he 
was referring. 

Count Lerchenfeld told the Landtag 
that Leoprechting had gained the con- 
fidence of the Reich’s press section and 
the Prussian Bureau for Surveillance of 
Public Order. Then he continued: 

“The Court ascertained that Leo- 
prechting had obtained from these offi- 
cial Government offices information the 
knowledge of which was of significance 
to. France, including the White Book 
about Upper Silesia, which he immedi- 
ately proceeded to pass on to France. 
There is no remaining doubt that influ- 
ential official sof the Reich’s press sec- 
tion and the Prussian State Bureau 
made ‘use of Leoprechting to obtain se- 
cret intelligence about political condi- 
tions in Bavarta.

Anti-League Sentiment Among Ele- 
ments Friendly to Germany, It Is 
Thought, Would Be Weakened.

PARIS, July 26.—It is understood that 
one of the conditions Prime Minister 
Lloyd George will present to Premier 
Ponicaré for acceptance of the latter’s 
reparation plans, when the chiefs of the 
two Governments meet in London, will 
be the admission of Germany to the 
League of Nations. He has made no 
secret of the fact that he favors this 


; step, and he expects to present it to the 


French Premier as a proper move to- 
ward world political stabilization. 
Withdrawal of French opposition 
would insure the admission of Germany 
by the League Assembly, which meets 


in Geneva in September. If M. Poin- 
caré gave the word, Germany would in 
all probability get a unanimous vote and 
become almost immediately a member of 
the Council of the League. There is 
good reason to believe the German Gov- 
ernment has notified Lloyd George that 
if he can give assurance of French con- 
sent Berlin wll submit an application 
in September. 

It is reckoned on this side of the At- 
jantic that the accession of Germany 
to membership will have its effect in 
the relation or the United States to the 
League, for tne weague would there- 
by become more nearly complete, 
stronger and more influential, and, con- 
versely, there would be an important 
reduction of the forces which by their 
absence from the League lend strength 
to American opposition. It also is reck- 
oned in Europe that not only would 
Germany's joining the League produce 
in foreign relations an effect on Amer- 
ica, but that it would bring a domestic 
effect as well. Up to the present, Re- 
publican enmity to the League has had 
the consistent support of important pro- 
German influences in the United States. 
Every time the League has been an 
issue its enemies in America have prof- 
ited by the votes of American friends 
of Germany. ‘ 

The question is now asked: With Ger- 
many a member, may this not change? 
Will the friends of Germany in America 
continue to be hostile to the League 
when Germany is once a member? 

With Germany in the League, the two 
big nations outside would be those gov- 
erned from Washington and Moscow. 
The world would: then see the paradox 
of the two Governments most widely 
opposed in their general political con- 
ceptions occupying the same position 
relative to the League of Nations. Len- 
in’s general attitude is that the League 
is a group of capitalist Governments, 
all enemies of communist Russia, and 
therefore Russia should have none of 
the League. President Harding, of 
course, has different premises, but ar- 
rives at approximately the same con- 
clusion. However, the absence of the 
Washington Government's delegate wor- 
ries the League leaders vastly more 
than the absence of a Moscow delegate— 
who couldn't get in if he would. 

_The prospect of Germany's entering 
into the League, therefore, is viewed 
with satisfaction by those European 
statesmen who have never doubted that 
eventually America would become a 
member. 

From this viewpoint it is interesting 
to look for a moment at the reasons 
which have led Germany to change her 
mind about becoming a member of the 
League. Let it not be supposed that 
now is willing to join the 
League in order to shoulder responsi- 
bility for helping the world along to a 
better day. Germany wants to join the 
League to help herself. Many leading 
Germans have bitterly opposed entering 
the League, and the League has been 
hated in Germany as fervently as it is 
But Ger- 
many is nearer the League than the 
United States and has come to see she 
would be better off in than outside it. 
It was good form for Germany two years 
ago to say the League was the instru- 


{ment of oo conquerors and she would 


have nothing to do with it, and that it 
was formed to oppress and ruin her. 
That sounded as well in Germany two 
years ago as did in America the heresy 
that the League was formed for the 
purpose of using American doughboys to 
police Europe and vote the United States 
into war whenever imperialistic Europe 
liked. But no one in America now be- 
lieves election catch phrases of two 
years ago, and no one in Germany now 
seriously believes the League was fabri- 
cated as a torture machine for Germans. 

Germany hag seen that the League is 
not dead. She has seen the League has 
a host of powers which affect. German 
interests. It has the power to see that 
Germany keeps within the armament al- 
lowance of the Versailles Treaty, it con- 
trols the administration of the Sarre 
Basin, runs Dansic, protects minorities 
in Upper Silesia, Germans as well as 
Poles, and has activities which touch 
Germany on all sides. 

Up to the present the League has 
taken decisions -affecting these affairs 
in the absence of a German vote. Now 
Germany has realized that after she 
beqomes a member of the League she is 
assured a place in the Council and a 
vote on all decisions as well as regular 
representation in the Assembly. 

It is quite apparent that the forces 
which are bringing Germany into the 
League do not operate with anything 
like the same force on the United States. 
Most of the international troubles of the 
world are now in Europe and America 
is far away. It is true one European 
entanglement got us in, but the American 
Goverhment seems to regard that as an 
exception rather than illustrative of any 
rule. 

But all in’ all it is thought in 
Europe that the United States has 
got along very well without League 
membership. Washington has had its 
way abdut enjoying all the advantages 
of League members in mandated terri- 
tories without ahouldering. the burden of 
any of the mandates, ashington has 
been able to obtain for the United States 
privileges of League .members in any 
direction desired. This has been facili- 
tated by the fact that the allied nations 
which up to the present control the 
Council of the League have been es- 
pecially anxious not to offend the United 
States Government, an anxiety which 
borrows most of its force from the cir- 
cumstance that they owe America 
money which America might be stiffer 
about collecting if Washington should 
fail to have its way here or there. -

1,250,000 Trained Reservists Sub- 
ject to Call Are Helping to 
Reap the Harvest.

MOSCOW, July 25.—The reorganization 
of the Russian Army on 4 peace basis is 
proceeding rapidly. The ‘‘ active”’ force 
is now reduced to a low figure for so 
large a country. It is announced in to- 
day’s press that a mixed commission of 
representatives of the War and Finance 
Ministries has been appointed to deter- 


mine the rates of pay for the troops. 

Trotaky has taken these steps at 
time—before the harvest is gathered— 
when Russia's need of money is greatest 
and when the efforts of Pilsudski, the 
former military dictator, and the Polish 
Francophiles to maintain Poland in a 
militarist path stfil menace Russia’s 
peace. 

To prove the pacifi of the Govern- 
ment he has reduced the “active” army 
to not so much more than a quarter of 
a million men—of whom many are néw 
recruits—actually with the colors. Of 
course, there are a million and a quarter 
more reservists trained for fhe Red 
Army who could be re-enlisted in a fort- 
night and behind them other millions 
would be ready to defend the country 
against foreign or counter-revolutionary 
aggression. But they are now on the 
land, busy reaping the harvest. 

B says Trotzky, if the army js to be 
small it must be effitient. For that it 
must be decently paid, fed and clothed. 
Today the clothing is pretty good. The 
rations are momentarily poor, but will 
improve after the harvest.

MOSCOW, July 23.—The trial of the 
Social, Revolutionaries is drawing to a 
close and will be finished this week.

In view of the attention the trial has 
attracted in European Socialist and 
labor circles, it is worth while to give 
an explanation of the attitude of the 
Soviet Government

First, to make it clear to the Russian 
people, especially the peasants, who 
naturally supported the Social Revolu- 
tionary program in 1917 of “land and 
peace,’ and to the rest of the world 
that the Social Revolutionaries were led 
by their desire to overthrow the Bol- 
sheviki to ‘' betray the people’s revolu- 
tion’’ by conspiracy with. the French 
and other Entente powers, with Kolchak 
and other reactionhry leaders, and fi- 
nally by assassination. 

Second, to show that the Social 
Revolutionary leaders betrayed and dis+ 
avowed their subordinates to save their 
own skins and are therefore unworthy 
of puetto support or sympathy. 

Third, to put on record for future his- 
torians the inside facts about the revolu- 
tionary struggle in the years 1917-19. 

Im the_opinion of the Soviet Govern- 
ment these three purposes have been 
achieved by the trial. It is certainly 
true that the proceedings demonstrated 
the truth of statements enumerated. 
But the question whether the mass of 
the Russian people—let alone the rest 
of the world—is fully aware of that, or 
even greatly interested. 

So far as the Socialists of the Second 
Internationale are concerned, the pro- 
ceedings have shown that the foreign 
delegates were wise to abandon the de- 
fense when they did. It appears that 
they thought that the Bolsheviki would 
be willing to let them have an easy suc- 
cess in this case as payment for the 
Second Internationale’s adhesion to the 
‘‘united front’’ of European workers 
for which the Soviets launched their 
campaign in the Spring or believed 
that they would be defending a gallant 
group of political prisoners. If the first 
supposition is correct, they made a 
psychological error; if the second, they 
soon found that the defense had not a leg 
to stand on, either eee or logically, 

One instance of many will show this.. 
One of the accused who turned State’s 
evidence related how an important wo- 
man member of the Social Revolu- 
tionary Party, Ivanova, also on trial, 
in the Fall of 1918 attempted, with him 
and two others, to wreck a train bearing 
Trotsky to the Czechoslovak front in the 
Province of Samara. The witness gave 
a detailed account of how the conspira- 
tors were awaiting a signal from a 
confederate that the train was coming, 
so that they might tear up the rails and 
hurl the train over a culvert; how they 
made a fire in a neighboring hollow; 
what they said, and how the attempt 
failed because Trotsky took a different 
route. All Ivanova could say in- her 
defense was that she did not remem- 
ber it. ; 

The prosecution did not succeed in 
getting from the Social Revolutionary 
leaders a direct admission that their 
Central Executive Committee planned 
and: directed terrorist attempts, but it 
established beyond a reasonable. doubt 
that the committee was aware of and

Powers Await a Clear Answer 
to Conditions Made Plain 
at Hague Conference. 


SOME PROGRESS MADE 


British Delegate, Reporting to Com- 
mons, Says Russians Have

LONDON, July 26.—Lloyd George 
made a statement. in the House of Com- 
mons. tonight during the debate on The 
Hague conference. He declared his be- 
lief that the conference represented a 
distinct advance toward a final solution. 
Whether it would reach a final solution 
or net would not depend on any action 


of this country or its allies and asso- | 


ciates, but on the action taken by the 

Russian Government as a result of the 
two conferences. ‘ 

Although The Hague Conference had 
not achieved all that was hoped for, 
Lloyd George urged that the world 
ought not suddenly to become discour- 
aged and allow things to drift and by 
that means take risks which the world 
could not possibly face at the present 
moment. In dealing, with the trouble- 
face situation in Europe they were not 
going to bring things to an end in one 
conference or two or perhaps even a 
dozen. He hoped whoever succeeded to 
this Government would not be embar- 
rassed by jeers or criticisms of_ their 
policy. Let them go on conferencing 
until peace was established in Europe 
and the world restored to order. It was 
impossible except step by step to achieve 
that end which all had in view. 

People were too apt to forget, _ the 
Prime Minister went on, that they were 
only three years from the greatest war 
which the world had ever seen. When 


he thought of that fact he was amazed 
that such progress had been made by 
the world as a whole. He could not ac- 
cept the view that things were gettin 
worse in Europe. If they compare 
Europe as a whole today with Europe of 
three years ago things were better. Tak- 
ing it as a whole, the world which was 
exhausted by war was gradually being 
replenished. \ 


Net to Blame for Russian Ills. 


‘“‘ When Mr. Cynes said we were part- 
ly responsible for the miseries of Rus- 
sia as allies in the war,"’ declared Lloyd 
George, “ he could not possibly have 
remembered the -history of the war. 


Russia was the first in and first out of 
the war. Russia fired the first shot 
and the first declaration of war was by 
Russia and not by ourselves. 

‘We certainly had no responsibility 
| for the disaster sthat befell Russia. On 
the contrary, we did our best to repair 
|the deficiencies of the Russian organi- 
zation. 

‘‘Mr. Clynes has further complained 
that we did not suport Kerensky. The 
Government gave every support in their 
power to Kerensky, and if he failed it 
was not their fault. There was no re- 
quest he made for material support that 
we did not accede to.. The honorable 
members opposite assumed there. was a 
Russian Government controlling and 
| governing the whole of Russia and that 
| we wanted only to invade Russia to 

stir up strife, civil tumult and rebellion. 
I am afraid they read their history from 
the columns of The Daily Herald. It has 
absolutely nothing whatever to do with 
the facts. 

The fact is that the Bolshevist Govern- 
ment, by a coup d'état, by force, and 
not by appealing to the Russian people, 
attacked the Socialist Government and 
overthrew it by the sword. What is the 
good, therefore, of saying we made an 
invasion on a peaceable and friendly 
| power which was governing by the will 
| of the people? There is no evidence that 
the Russian people ever wanted this 
Government. Russia acquiesced.in their 
rule; it cannot be put beyond that. But 
they only acquiesced in that rule after 
they had by sheer force been conquered. 
It is ridiculous to say we interfered. | 
| Practically for five years there has been 
ja Soviet régime in Russia, and during 
the whole of that time Russia has been 
practically inaccessible to the world.”’ 

‘The only question was how long.was 
it to continue, proceeded Lloyd George. 
Was there anything that the Govern- 
ments could do to accelerate restoration? 
There were people in Russia who 
imagined that an agreement with Brit- 
ain and with the other powers was en- 
tirely to the advantage of Britain. 
There were people in this country who 
imagined that an agreement of that kind 
was entirely to the advantage of Russia. 








It was not true; it was to the edvantage 
for both if it could be done. 


Russia Must Call in Help. 


‘‘ What was the condition of Russia? 
lA country of infinite resources, it has 
| been visited during the last few years 
with every conceivable calamity—war, 
revolution, civil war, every form of bad 
| government, pestilence, drought and 
famine. Were things going to get bet- 
ter? Things would not get better in 
; Russia until Russia called in the civi- 
llized world. That was her need. Her 
currency was a joke; there was no cur- 
rency. A man whg had just come from 


Russia paia a tip*to a railway porter, 
and ft was 3,000, rubles. 

’* Unless something was done and done 
soon Russia would be reduced to some- 
thing like primeval conditions. Prop- 
erty owners would have no property 
which could be restored. There would 
be nothing, for factories and railways 
would be useless, 

There was need insthis country for or- 
ders for the very things in which Rus- 
sia stood in greatest need—engineering 
of all kinds and agricultural implements 
—so that the two needs made one op- 
porunity and the question was whether 
that could be done. 

Mr. Clynes had said, Why did they not 
give recognition to Russia first and the 
rest would follow; send an Ambassador 
to Moscow and he would be-followed by 
bankers, financiers, manufacturers and 
traders. If they = the best Ambas- 
sador of whom they could think he 
would not be followed by a single banker 
or trader until the necessary conditions 
were established, and to say otherwise 
was really to mislead Russia. There- 
fore, he (Lloyd George) wanted the Rus- 
sians thoroughly to appreciate and to 
understand fully that until these condi- 
tions were restored it was idle for her 
to seek any credit or any aid from the 
West. 

In his judgment the greatest advantage 
of these conferences, and in very large 
measure the greatest achievement was 
the process of educating Russia to an 
understanding of these facts. « 

The Prime Minister continuing said it 
was not a question of property, as had 
been suggested; it was a question o 
security. Men were not going to inves 
their capital and labor unless they felt 
that there was complete security for 
both /in. that country. In regard to 
property, Russia must either put the 
former owners back in possession under 
some workable plan or give real com- 
pensation in one form or another. If 
they were prepared to do that, and he 
understood the Russian delegates were 
taking back this proposition to their Gov- 
ernment for consideration, and to carry 
out loyalty, their undertaking then 
would be the time for diplomatic recog- 
nition. 

In’ conclusion . Lloyd. George hoped 
Russia would give the Allies an une- 
quivocal and simple answer. What his 
country wanted was to restore the 
normal life of Europe. He believed it 
would be done. There was already a 
better spirit prevailing. It was signifi-

British Delegate’s Report. 


LONDON, July 26 (Associated Press). 
—Sir-PhRip Lloyd-Greame, head of the 
British delegation at The Hague confer- 
ence, reporting on the work of that body 
to the House of Commons today, ex- 


pressed tke opinion that it had made a 
long step forward on the path toward 
a Russian settlement. The next and 
final step, he added, rested with the 
Russian Government. He denied that 
the procedure of the conference was in 
any way forced upon one party by the 
otners, and declared that the only hope 
of restoring Russia’s industry lay in 
bringing back into it as many of those 
who built it up as possible. 

In the last few days of the conference 
the Russian delegation had made a 
marked advance; its first proposals re- 
garding compensation would have left 
the property in Russia. of foreign own- 
ers fh exactly the same position as be- 
fore the conference. ; 

It was perfectly clear, said Sir Philip, 
that there was no basis in the Russian 
Government's plan which would attract 
private investors or justify foreign Gov- 
ernments in pledging credits, and the 
conference decided -that it would be 
impossible to negotiate further if Russia 
maintained that attitude. If matters 
had rested there, the conference would 
still have been of value,’ as it would 
have made plain the reastms why an 
agreement was impossible. But happily, 
although tne conference was unable to 
recommend any basis of immediate 
agreement, tthe final phase did offer 
real hope of concrete results. 


Russia’s Step Forward. 


The further proposals of the Russians 
constituted a distinct and remarkable 
advance. 

“It was not a formal offer,” said Sir 
Philip, *‘ but showed that the Russians 
were definitely prepared to invite their 
Government to consider a policy which 


included formal acknowledgment of 
Russia’s debts and the obligation to pay 
compensation where property had been 
nationalized. 

‘“‘The Hague conference,” continued 
Sir Philip, ‘‘ brought the Russian Gov- 
ernment face to face with actualities 
as never before. It has shown Russia 
the willingness of other countries to 
co-operate with her, while at the same 
time showing the inevitable character 
of the economic forces which govern 
co-operation. 

‘‘If Russia decides to pursue the pol- 
icy foreshadowed by the Russian dele- 
gation, she will not merely be entering 
on a path to bring her back into the 
community of nations, she will be set- 
ting out on the road to the complete 
restoration of her economic life.’’ 


BIRKENHEAD REASSURES 
ENGLAND'S CREDITORS 


Tells English-Speaking Union She 
Will Uphold Nation’s Tradi- 
tion of Probity. 


LONDON, July 26 (Associated Press). 
-—Sir Auckland Geddes, British Ambas- 
sador to the United States, and Lord 
Birkenhead, Lord High Chancellor, took 
occasion today at the dinner of the 
English-speaking Union, ,in farewell to 
the Ambassador on his return to Wash- 


ington, to reiterate and underscore pre- 
vious Ministerial assurances of the in- 
violability of the obligations of Great 
Britain to her creditors. 

The Lord High Chancellor’s reference 
to Anglo-American financial affairs, 
which he termed ‘‘a delicate subject,’’ 

as the only materialistic note intruded 
on what otherwise was a most felicitous 
Senne of expressions of amity and 
good-will between ‘the two greatest 
English-speaking nations.”’ 

‘““When we look back upon our long 
history we find no occasion where we 
ever failed to meet a bond to which we 
had set our hand,’’ Lord Birkenhead de- 
clared. ‘‘ Honor and the stability of the 
finance of this country require that we 
should be ready to meet any proper, and 
reasonable charge which can properly 
and legally be laid upon us. 

‘“*I enly touch upon this delicate sub- 
ject because it is proper I should say 
plainly for the understanding of the citi- 
zens. of-this country and the United 
States that we are not today the un- 
worthy legatees of those who for gener- 
ations had charge of ,the security and 
financial hegemony of the world.” 

The Lord High ‘Chancellor’s declara- 
tions drew more applause then Sir Auck- 
land’s affirmations a few minutes later 
that far more Americans had a compre- 
hensive view of Great Britain’s prob- 
lems and conditions than Britons of 
American affairs. This he attributed to 
the insufficiency of news of the Ameri- 
ean Continent cabled to the British 
press. 

The Ambassador, through his residence 
in America or the reading of the news- 
papers which he praised so highly, dis- 
played an extensive knowledge of Amer- 
ican slang, which he used appropriately 
and handily throughout His address. He 
also illustrated what he termed “ the 
unbelievable ignorance of America ex- 
isting in Great Britain ’’ by a number 
of amusing anecdotes. This ignorance, 
however, he added, was not a one-sided 
affair, and he urged a catnpaign of ed- 
ucation ‘‘ to throw light into the dark 
laces in the minds of the citizens of the 
wo countries to remove such colossal 
ignorance.” 

In conclusion the. Ambassador de- 
elared that at present, so far as offi- 
cial relations were concerned, nothing 
could be more fortunate or happy than 
the relations between these two Gov- 
ernments.

lauding his services to the Allied cause 
and. referring to the esteem in which 
he is held in America.

Receiver Seeks Purchaser Before

A possible increase of $2,000,000 in the 
Habilities-of Allan A. Ryan and a fur- 
ther shrinkage of H¥® assets were indi- 
cated yesterday. Suits now pending 
against him for more than $2,000,000 for 
the alleged fraudulent seizure of Stutz 
stock belonging to relatives.dnd others 
will be pressed and, if successful, will 
be collected from the assets. 

The further shrinkage of assets was in- 
dicated by the fact that $15 was the 
highest bid made for a block of the 
stock of the Stutz Motor Car Company 
of America offered for sale yesterday on 
the New York Curb Market. This was 
the first appearance of Stutz in the mar- 
ket for several months. The bid of $15 
was not taken.~ At the height of the 
Stutz corner the stock sold at $701 a 
share. 

The largest of the suits against Ryan 
was brought by his sister-in-law, the 
wife of Clendennin 3. Ryan, who asked 


for damages of $1,755,769.09. She owned 


2,000 shares of Stutz, which became -ex- 
tremely important during the operations 
which led to the Stutz corner. If she 
and, a few others had sold out their 


holdings to the enemies of Ryan, th 
famous corner would have been smash 
in its earlier stages. : 


Says Ryan Promised Her Top Price. 


Mrs. Ryan alleged that she was pre- 
vented from realizing on her shares in 
the market when the price soared be- 
cause of the promise of her brother-in- 
law that in return for giving him control 
of the stock he wouid pay her the peak 
price exacted from the victims of the 
corner and would return the. stock to 
her in addition. She alleged, however, 
that Ryan refused to pay her the money 
promised and sought to compel her to 
accept a small price for the stock. Mrs, 


Ryan also sued the Guaranty ‘Trust 
Company and Alvin Untermyer on the 
ground that as trustees of the stock 
they had failed to protect her interests 
and to prevent Ryan from inflicting the 
loss on her. ; 

Other large suits have been filed 
against Ryan on similar grounds. Mrs. 
I. Townsend Burden demanded $328,141 
on the ground that Ryan had o ned 
the use of her Stutz stock by making 
promises which he had afterward re- 
fused to fulfill, Mrs. Eudora F, Walsh 
sued on. similar grouncs for 3506,222. 

The suits of Mrs. Clendennin 8S. Ryan 
will be pressed, according to the state- 
ment of her lawyer, Martin Conboy, just 
as if Ryan had not gone into bank- 
ruptey. If a judgment is recovered it 
will not be against Ryan the bankrw 
but against the assets in the hands 
the receiver and will be prorated like 
other claims. 


Suits Raise Complex Questions. 


The schedule of liabilities so far made 
public does not include the possibility 
that Ryan will have to pay judgments 
in these suits. If regarded as liabilities, 
these claims would swell the liabilities 
from $18,000,000 to $20,000,000, and in 
particular would swell the unsecured 


claims from $4,000,000 to $6,000,000, di- 
minishing the size of the dividend which 
the unsecured creditors might recover. 

Mr. Conboy said that the suits raised 
many complex legal questions, in view 
of the sudden failure of Ryan, and the. 
variety of categories into which the 
claims against his assets were divided. 
Ryan was presumably not only solvent 
but highly prosperous at the time of the 
settlement of the Stutz corner, at which 
time the plaintiffs in these suits allege 
that they were cheated by him. 

Stutz stock has been listed in the New 
York Curb Market since its suspension 
from the trading list of the New York 
Stock Exchange on March 31, ib 
Shortly before noon a bid of $11 a share 
appeared. No stock was offered at this 
figure. Later in the afternoon the bid 
was raised to $15, but this failed to draw 
out any stock. On the preceding day 
officers of the Stutz Company had de- 
clared that the stock had a market value 
of around $40 a share. 


Bidders Stay Under Cover. 


Efforts to locate yesterday’s bidders 
were fruitiess, but it was assumed in 
the financial district that the bid was 
made by. interests endeavoring to de- 
termine a value for the stock, which 
has virtually been without a market 


since the Spring of 1920. Sales were re- 
ported several months ago at a 
share, and the range for last year was 
$106 high and $40.50 low. At the hear- 
ing before Judge Augustus N. Hand in 
the United States istrict Court on 
Monday it developed that some of the 
stock was sold recently around $5 @ 
share. It sold at $391 on the Stock Ex- 
change on the day it was suspended. 

Francis G. Caffey, the receiver in 
bankruptey, was endeavoring yesterday 
to obtain figures on earnings of. the 
Stutz Company covering the first half of 
the current year, in the hope.of estab- 
lishing some definite value for the 
shares. 

George F. Lewis, Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Stutz Company and also 
personal counsel, in association with 
William Travis Jerome, for Allan’ A. 
Ryan, said yesterday that he had the 
detailed audited statement of earnings 
and the balance sheet as of June 30, 
1922, in his safe, these figures having 
been mailed to him from the company’s 
office in Indianapolis. /Mr. Lewis said 
that under no circumstances would these 
figures be made public until they had 
been approved oy the Board of Directors 
and submitted to the stockholders. Di- 
rectors of the Stutz corporation will 
hold a special meeting at the offices of 
the company, at 37 Wall Street, today. 
and the figures will then be submitted 
to the board by the Secretary.

ASKS BANKS TO AID 
IN REFUNDING DEBT 


Mellon Wants Them to Facilitate 
Exchange of Victory for 
Treasury Notes. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—Banking ihy 
stitutions were called upon today ~ by 
Secretary Mellon to perform an im- 
portant service to.the nation by extend- 
ing their.facilities for, the exchange of 
outstanding 4% per cent. Victory notes 
for the new 4% per cent.

FIGHT TO KEEP FILES 


Fuller Company Asks Federal 
Stay Against Turning Over 
Books to Prosecutor. 


COURT RESERVES DECISION 


District Attorney Argues Plea 


Should Be Taken to Crim- 
inal Tribunal. 


Argument on a motion to restrain 
Samuel Strasbourger, receiver of the 
bankrupt brokerage firm of E. M. Fuller 
& Co., from turning over the books and 
papers of the concern to District Attor- 
ney Banton for use in a criminal prose- 
cution, was heard yesterday by Federal 
Judge A. N. Hand. This was part of a 
struggle, which began almost imme- 
diately after the concern went into a 
receiver’s hands on June 27, to compel 
the surrender of the books. Late at 
night, on the day before the failure, the 
bankrupts had taken the books, papers 
and records to the office of their attor- 
neys. The receiver got possession of 
them only on condition that they would 
not reach the custody of the criminal 
authorities, 


William Abramson, counsel for the 


firm, explained that the records could 
be used dnly in the civil administration 
of the estate, and that nothing in them 
which might incriminate the members of 
the firm should be given, to the District 
Attorney. He referred to the flact that 
the members of the firm have been in- 
dicted by the criminal authorities of the 
county on charges of bucketing and that 
the District Attorney must have other 
ways of discovering what the books and 
records contained, without direct. refer- 
ence to them. 

Assistant District Attorney Felix Z. 
Benberger argued that the Federal 
Court was without jurisdiction to make 
the order applied for, and that the con- 
stitutional rights of the defendants 
should be asserted in the criminal courts 
by objections to the introduction of the 
books and records as evidence. He said 
the liabilities of the bankrupt firm 
amounted to $4,000,000, and that the 
assets had been valued at about $200,000. 

In behalf of Receiver Strasbourger it 
was explained that while he had no de- 
sire to withhold the records from the 
District Attorney, he felt that he must 
respect the stipulation under which they 
had been turned over to him. The court 
reserved decision after directing counsel 
to submit briefs containing the authori- 
ties on which they had based their con- 
tentions.

Buyers Are Eager for Notes 
After Redemption of $1,000,- 
000,000 Worth Is Announced. 


TOTAL SALES ARE $6,796,000 


Prices Range From 100.80 to 100.56, 
With Gain of .22 at Close 
of the Day. 


Announcement from Washington that 
approximately $1,000,000,000 of Victory 
4% per cent. notes maturing May 20, 
1923, will be called for redemption on 
Dee. 15, caused a veritable scramble 
for these bonds in the open market yés- 
terday.

Before trading started the New York 
Stock Exchange gave notice that the 
called bonds would be printed ‘‘ V 4%s’’ 
and that the uncalled bonds would be 
printed ‘‘ V 45s 1923."

405,120 IDLE FREIGHT CARS. 


Slight Reduction Made In Week 
Ended July 8—More Coal Cars 
In Use. 


There were 405,120 freight cars idle be- 
cause of business conditions on July 8, 
as compared with 405,185 on July 1, ac- 
cording to a report yesterday -by the Car 
Service Division of the American Rail- 
way Association. Of the total, 239,160 
were surplus freight cars, that is, cars 
in good repair in excess of current 
freight requirements, while the remain- 
ing 165,960 were freight cars in bad order 
in excess of the normal number unfit for 
service.

GOOD WEEK FOR CROPS. 


Cotton Shows linpteveinent =< Gobn 
and .Wheat Doing Well. 


The Government's weekly bulletin of 
cotton conditions was as follows: 

Another rather favorable weck for cot- 
ton was experienced in most sections 
of the belt: Temperatures were moder- 
ate generally except in the western por- 
tions where it was unseasonably warm. 
There was too-much rain in some At- 
lantic Coast sections. and it was too 
dry in the more Westeif sections of the 
belt, but most interior districts receiy ed! 
light to moderate showers. i 

The erop showed improvement in Ala- 
bama ond although the plants continued 
small they were fruiting nicely. Prog- 
ress was very good in Misissippi, Ten- 
nessee and Arkansas, 
and wet in portions of Louisiana, but 
conditions on the whole-in that State 
were fairly favorable. 

Dry weather was becoming unfavorable 
in Texas and Oklahoma, particularly in 
Western Oklahoma, and to late planted 
cotton in Texas. The general progress 
continues very good in Texas, however, 
and it was fair in Oklahoma, except in 


the dri¢r portions, 

The warm dry weather was favorable 
in checking weevil activity in the West- 
ern portion of the belt, but they were 
active and doing considerable. damage 
in much. of the South-Central and East- 
ern portions of Oklahoma; they have so 
far done little damage in Texas. The 
cloudy rainy weather, however, |'was 
favorabie for the increase of weevil ac- 


tivity in the more Eastern portions as | 


the belt. They were reported numerous 
and destructive in Georgia, as increas- 

ing rapidly in South Carolina, especially, | 
where heavy rains fell in the Hastern 
portion, and as becoming more numer- 
ous in North Carolina. 

Late corn deteriorated in Central and 
Western Texas and Oklahoma because 
of dry hot weather, but the temperature 
conditions were favorable and there was

PREVIOUS PURCHASES MADE 


Nearly 8,000,000 Acres Taken.Over 
Last Year by Standard Oil 
of New Jersey. 


The Bolivian Government has. ap- 
proved the transfer. of 2,400,000 acres 
of oil lands to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey, according to cable 
advices received in this country by Car- 
los Guninclo, Consul General in this 
country and executive head of the Bo- 
livian Exhibit and Information Bureau.

Troublés the Main Factors— 
Loss of 22 to 30 Points Shown. 


Fluctuations of a dollar and two dollars 
a bale were frequent in cotton yester- 
day, with a loss of 22 to 30 points shown 
at the close. Weakness abroad and 
absence of any improvement in domestic 
labor conditions operated against the 
market.

Boston & Mainé Stockholder Fails in 
AWeged Conspiracy Suit. 


BOSTON, July 26.—Justice Crosby of 
the Supreme Court today denied the 
petition of Edmund C. Codman for an 
injunction to restrain directors of the 
Boston & Maine and New York Central 
Railroad, as operators of the Boston & 
Albany, from carrying out an alleged 
scheme to obtain “illegal control over 
the Boston & Maine:’ 

Mr. Codman, a minority stockholder 
of the Boston & Maine, charged that a 
conspiracy existed to have Alfred H. 
Smith, President of the New York Cen- 
tral, elected Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Boston & Maine. The 
annual meeting of the Boston & Maine 
stoskholders, which was postponed for 
the third time on July 14, will be héld 
tomorrow. 

Judge Crosby had previously denied 
a petition filed by Mr. Codman for an 
injunction to prevent a declaration of 
the vote cast at the Boston & Maine 
meeting in May on 222,000 shares of 
stock held by the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Company. These shares are 
in the custody of trustees appointed by 
the United States Circuit Court for the 
Southern District of New York. Under 
the order of that court the trustees were 
directed to vote for directors nominated 
by the New Haven road.

BLAMES THE LEGISLATURE 


McAneny .Ridicules Plan-—Has. Pro- 
gram to Link Up Power 
Plants In Crises. 


Mayor Hylan made another attack on 
the ‘‘traction-controlled Legislature ’’ 
and the Transit Commission yesterday 
as a result of Tuesday’s B, R. T. tie- 
up, because of their refusal to give the 
city authority to operate bus lines. If 
such lines had been in operation the 
situation would have been cared for by 
them adequately, said the Mayor. 

At the Transit Commission offices 
such a plan was called impracticable, 
as, it was said, all of the roadways on 


all three bridges would be required to 
operate enough buses to take the rush 
hour crowds from Manhattan to the 
brooklyn side, and that a distributio 
of passengers by these buses, even if 
they could not be got across the river, 
would be an impdssibility. George Mc- 
Aneny, Chairman’ of the commission, 
said that a member of the commission 
was disposed to indulge in billingsgate 
with the Mayor. 

The verbal passages marked a day in 
which , engineers were attempting to 
learn what caused the accident and to 
guard against such trivial . accidents 
with such widespread results in the 
future. General Lincoln C. Andrews, 
Chief Executive. Officer of the Transit 
Commission, will take up with the com- 
panies the possibility of devising some 
means by which emergency connections 
may be made with other power stations. 

The Mayor turned his artillery on the 
Transit Commission the first thing in 
the morning, when he issued a state- 
ment which said: 


Finds Solution in Buses.

‘“‘It is to be hoped thdt last night's 
occurrence in Brooklyn will open the 
eyes and the con8cience of those who 
have thus far deprived the city. of the 
proper use of buses, either because they 
are blind to the public interest or are 
enamored of the Traction Trust, so that 
at the next session of the Legislature 
} that proper authority will be accorded 
the city to initiate its own bus system.”’ 

The use of buses was declared imprac- 
ticable at the Transit Commission, 
where it was said that between 5:30 
and 6:30 o'clock, i peak of the rush 
hour, 240,000 passé€hgers go from Man- 
hattan to Brooklyn. That would make 
6,000 bus trips for a type of. bus like 
those used on Fifth Avenue, or 12,000 
trips for the type of bus used by the 
city in Chambers Street. It would 
mean the exclusive use of the Brook- 
lyn, Manhattan and Willlamsburg 
Bridges for traffic in one direction on 
all roadways to the exclusion of all 
other traffic. That would suffice only 
to drop the passengers at the Brooklyn 
end of the bridges, and if they went on 
and: distributed their passengers their 
numbers would have to be multiplied 
indefinitely. 

‘The Transit Commissions has. of 
course, noted the remarks of the Meyor 
in connection with last night's acci- 
dent, made before he or any one else 
had an opportunity to ascertain the 
facts,”’ said Chairman McAneny of the 
commission. 

**The Mayor very clearly has a dis- 
torted view, both as to the responsibility 
and the obligations of the commission 
in the matter of accidents occurring in 
the course of operation of the transit 
lines, and I might add quite as clearly a 
very distorted view of his own responsi- 
bility in matters of this sort. 


Inquiry Not Finished. 


‘* As soon as the fasts in the present 
instance haye been ascertained they 
will be communicated at- orice to the 
public, with whatever recommendations 
or directions the commission may have 
to pass on to the operating companies.”’ 

Mr. McAneny ‘said ‘that engineers of 
the commission were conducting an in- 
vestigation into the accident, the cause 
of which was in doubt. 

*“Nothing has appeared, however, to 
suggest that there was any undue delay 


or negligence on the part of the offi- 
cials or employes of the company in re- 
pairing the damage done at the power 
plant or in getting trains and care mov- 
i at the earliest possible moment,’’ he 
said.

‘* Pending the receipt of detailed re- 
ports, the commission is chiefly con- 
cerned about the broader -question of 
developing quicker measures for com- 
manding immediate emergency servica 
from other power houses when there is 
a breakdown of this kind in any one of 
the main plants.

TO ENGLISH SCIENTIST 


Lord Balfour Presents Franklin 


Medal to Sir Joseph J. Thom- 
son of Cambridge. 


/ 

LONDON, July 26.—Sir Joseph J. 
Thomson, Master of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, was presented today with 
the Franklin Medal by the Franklin In- 
stitute of America for his “ signal and 
eminent service in science.” 

The presentation was made by the Earl 
of Balfour, who reférred ,to Sir Joseph 
as one of the greatest pioneers in an age 
prolific in marvels apd miracles of scien- 
tific discoveries: and achievements. 

In replying, Sir Joseph said hé was 
glad if he had contributed to the brother- 
hood of science between Great Britain 
and America. He recéived Franklin’s 
epoch-making achievements. Franklin 
had attained his position among the im- 
mortals in science by a brief six years 
of work, and in spite of the fact that he 
had to the end of his life no knowledge 
of mathematics. His versatility and di- 
versity of occupations could be equaled 
only by Leonardo da Vinci, the famous 
Tenth painter,. architect, sculptor, en- 

ineer, mechaniciar and musician. 

ranklin was one of the most daring 
of adventurers in speculative science. 
It was his speculative contributions that 
had proved most valuable.

Say Transportation Problem Would 
Se Insoluble—Appraiser Denies 
Deciding on Move.

A resolution protesting against the 
proposed’ removal of the Appraiser’s 
Stores from Manhattdn to Brooklyn was 
passed unanimously at a meeting of 
more than two hundred members of the 
Foreign Trade Committee of the Mer- 
chants Association of New York yes- 
terday ,afternoon at. Hotel Astor... - It 
was also voted that a committee be 
appointed by Chairman Benjamin A. 
Levett, in response to a request from 
Appraiser F. J. H. Kracke, to investi- 
gate and report .to the organization as 
a whole. 

Mr. Kracke in a letter to the meeting 
emphasized the fact. that the . removal 
merely was being considered and that 
he and the Acting Collector and their 
associates were willing to consider any 
plan which would eliminate present dif- 
ficulties and delays in handling mer- 
chandise. He touched on the apparent 


desirability ol using an army or. navy 
base building in Brooklyn because of 
modern construction and adjacent wa- 
terfront and facilities and trackage. 

_The disadvantages of the present New 
York structure, a building more than 
thirty years old, were dwelt.on in the 
letter, particularly its fire hazard and 
Mr. Kracke pointed out that. several 
years ago the construction of a fire wall 
through the centre of the building was 
considered. to prevent fire from spread- 
ing throughout its wooden floors, and 
highly inflammable contents. , 

In response to this point, H. O. Lloyd 
of Julius Kayser & Co. stated that the 
floors, while wooden, were inlaid with 
layers of steel and concrete, so that a 
fire, if started, probably would not 
spread. 

The committee agreed with Mr. Kracke 
regarding the difficulty of transporting 
merchandise from Manhattan to Brook- 
lyn and back if the proposed plan is car- 
ried through. This problem, regarded 
by the meeting as insoluble, was said 
to present enough difficulties to antag- 
of the importers of 
New York. 

One merchant stated tiat the existing 
difficulties were due to poor “organiza- 
tion of the opening and packing forces 
and that a large appropriation for sala- 
ties, making possible more and better 
labor, would eliminate expensive delays. 
Mr. Lloyd added that if extra -space 
were needed it could be had in Man- 
hattan, either by adding several stories 
to the Appraiser’s building, which is 
ten stories high, or by using the partly 
vacant property. on Christopher Street 
between Washington and West Streets, 
which is advantageously located. 

In reply to Mr. Kracke’s statement 
that the removal is only being consid- 
ered, Mr. Levett announced that a dep- 
uty from the Appraiser’s office had 
said it was actually imminent.’ Accord- 
ing to William Archibald of the Archi- 
bald & Lewis Company the Customs 
Administration Committee of the New 
York Board of Trade has written to

Yor several months the customs offi- 
cials here have made a strict search of 
all American steamships ‘arriving from 
Germany, Belgium and ports in the 
Baltic to stop. the smuggling of dia- 
monds, drugs, rum and birds of para- 
dise into the United States by the 
crews. 

When the American liner Minnekahda 
arrived yesterday from Hamburg, thirty 
Customs men, in charge of Inspector A. 
G4 Hokenson, were waiting to go on 
board. Four, in plain clothes, were left 
on the pier to look over the passengers 
and members of the crew as they de- 
barked. 

Jerome ’C. Rothschild of the squad no- 
ticed a bulging wallet in the pocket of 
Charles Scherman, a Quartermaster on 
the Minnekahda, as he walked past the 
gate, and calledon the man to stop. 
When he was taken into the customs 
office on the pier it was alleged that 
Scehrman had jewelry valued -at $10,000. 
Scehrman, after a hearing in the Law 
Division at the Custom House, was held, 
gharged with a violation of the smug- 
gling laws. ” 

The most valuable article found in! 


Scherman’s pockets, it was said, was a 
three carat white diamond appraised at 
$1,000. There were also two other unset 
stones of three carats each; three rings 
set with. diamonds that ranged from 
two to three carats; a platinum pendant 
set with a three carat blue-white stone, 
a diamond. encrusted watch and bracelet 
set with white diamonds and blue sap- 
phires. There was also a quantity of 
other valuable merchandise including 
seven mesh bags and five beaded bags, 
alleged to have been found by the Cus- 
toms searchers in Scherman’s berth on 
the Minnekahda,

Men’s hat manufacturers are buying 
hatters’ fur conservatively. In most 
instances they are, said to have only @ 
two months’ supply on hand, although 
in some cases the mount may be larger. 
This careful buying reflects the policy 
of the manufacturers to plan ahead on 
the basis of orders received. The market 
as a whole is fairly well supplied, ac- 
cording to .a prominent § authority. 
Coney furs in most varieties are in good 
supply. There has been an excellent 
demand for some of the kinds used for 
the lighter colored hats, which promise 
well for the Fall season, and these aré 
available in Umited quantities. The 
coney furs supply the bulk of the raw 
material to be made into hats for the 
popular-priced trade. While the price 
of the general run of these skins is 
about the same as last year, beaver 
and hare furs are higher and in more 
limited supply.

Two-lIn-one Hats Offered Here. 


Two-in-one women’s hats which, by 
merely turning the crowns, are changed 
from one type of chapeau to another,

Airship’s Plunge to Earth. 


ALL FACTS CAN'T BE KNOWN 


Report to Weeks Stresses Need of 
New Devices and Use of 
Non-Explosive Gas. 


WASHINGTON, July ..26.—American 
and Italian technical experts are in dis- 
agreement as to the most probable cause 
of the wreck of the semi-rigid Italian- 
built army dirigible Roma on Feb. 21 
last year near Norfolk, Va., with the loss 
of thirty-four lives. The final report of

Italian as well as the American conclu- 
sions, was made public today, with an 
accompanying statement from Secretary 
Weeks déclaring there was no contro- 
versy between American and Italian au- 
thorities involved. 

The report stresses the statement that 
all the facts_of the disaster can never 
be known. Those who might have 
known what sent the ship plunging to 
earth in a, swift nose dive to be de- 
stroyed by fire on the ground, perished 
in the wreckage. Physical evidence 
that might have told the story was con- 


sumed in the flames. 

“At the very best,’’ says the report 
of the board, headed by Major Daven- 
port Johnson, Air Service, which gath- 


;}ered and sifted the evidence, ‘‘ we can 


do no more than determine whick of the 
possible causes were the most prob- 
able.”’

NEW DESIGN APPROVED 
FOR UNKNOWN’S TOMB 


Plain Sercophunia, Favored by 
Harding and Weeks, Would Pre- 
clude Proposed Shaft. 


Special to The:New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 26.—It is under- 
stood that President Harding and Secre= 
tary Weeks have given their approval 
to a design for a plain, white marble } 
sarcophagus to mark the grave of the: 
unknown soldier at Arlington instead of { 
the elaborately designed  thirtx<foot'| 
shaft which was first contemplated. ‘ 
The Fine Arts Commission, however, 
has not given its,sanction and will not 
do so until Thomas Hastings, the archi- | 
tect of the amphitheatre at Arlington, 
returns to the United States from Eng- | 
land. There is a strong belief that the 
present dignified and simple granite 
base in which the American soldier lies | 
is sufficient to mark his resting place, 
and it may be that neither the sarcoph- | 
agus nor the shaft will be erected. 
Fears are expressed that additions to | 
the tomb will mar its dignity and break 
the classic and beautiful outlines of the 
amphitheatre. The suggestion has been 
made that a flat, bronze coat of arms 
should be laid on the great stone which 
rests above the soldier’s coffin and that 

nothing more should be done. 

The new design, which the President 
and the Secretary of War are said to 
have approved, was made by Colonel 
1G. H. Penrose of the Quartermaster’s | 
Corps, and is about five feet high. Its 
only decoration would be_the national 
| coat of arms in bronze. On the end of 
the tomb, facing east, is the inscription, 
‘*Dulee et decorum est pro “patria 
morti,””’ and on the other end, facing 
the amphitheatre’s entrance, the word 
‘* Unknown.” on Bae

sides of the sarcophagus, one of these 
being: 

“The name of him whose body lies 
here took flight with his. imperishable 
soul.

The other side bears the following 
quotation from the same address: 

‘““We do not know the eminence of 
his birth, but we do know the glory of 
his death. He died for his country and 
ereater devotion hath no man than this. 
He died unquestioning, uncomplaining, 
with faith in his heart and hope on his 
lips that his country should triumph 
and its civilization survive.’’
